A ORISIS WHICH ALARMS ALL 
GERMANY. 

THE PATIENT ATTACKED BY INFLAMMA- 
TION OF THE LUNGS—HIS ENTIRE 
FAMILY HASTILY SUMMONED. 

BERLIN, April 17.—At midnight all the 
Members of the imperial family were sum- 
moned to the Emperor’s bedside. 
feared. 

BERLIN, April 16.—Emperor Frederick 
Passed a bad night last night. The fever and 
the symptoms of bronchitis have increased. 

Prince Bismarck visited Emperor Frederick 
this morning. Crown Prince William and the 


Grand Duke of Baden subsequently paid a visit 
to the Emperor.

The Dowager Empress Au- 
gusta and the Grand Duchess of Baden called 
upon the Emperor at Charlottenburg last even- 
ing. 

The following bulletin was issued this after- 
noon: 


CHARLOTTENBURG, 3:30 P. M. 

The Emperor did not pass a good night, bron chitis 
having supervened yesterday, accompanied by high 
fever and shortness of breath. MACKENZI#, 

WEGNER, 
KRAUSE, 
HOVELL. 

The doctors in attendance upon the Emperor 
beld a consultation to day and decided that the 
bronchitis was limited and that no pneumonia 
was present. Dr. Mackenzie tears that pneu- 
monia will set in in consequence of the Em- 
peror’s continued high temperature, which the 


attack of bronchitis alone does not expiain. 


‘Other doctors have been summoned to join in 


another consultation which will be held to-night. 
A council of the Prussian Ministers was held 


at the residence of Prince. Bismarck this after- 
noon. The session lasted a long time. 

The Emperor’s condition at 6:35 P.M. re- 
mained the same. The fever had not abated. 
Prince Henry, his son, arrived trom Wilhelms- 
hafen at an early hourthis morning. Aljil the 
family of the Emperor are now assembled at 
Charlottenburg. The Crown Prince and Prince. 
Bismarck had a long conference with the Em- 
peror this afternoon. 

At7:15 P. M. the Emperor was in a higher 
state of fever and there was no improvement in 
his other symptoms. 

The Emperor, at 8:15 P. M., was very weak, 
and it was reported that inflammation of the 
lungs. had set in. Toward evening he fell 
asleep. 

At9 P.M. better reports were received from 
Charlottenburg. The Emperor left his bed and 
satfora while in an armchair, and about 4 
o’clock showed himself at a window of his room. 
The Grand Duchess of Baden visited him at 7 
o’clock. After the visit he slept for an hour. 
He subsequently received a visit from the Em- 
press and Dowager Empress,;who remained at 
his bedside about a quarter'of an hour. The 
Crown Prince remains at Charlottenburg for the 
present. 

At the evening conference it was found that 
the fever and bronchitis were unchanged. Dr. 
Mackenzie suggested an abscess in the vicinity 
of the trachea as the cause of the excessive 
fever, which has been so puzzling to the doctors. 
It is undeniable that Dr. Mackenzie this morn- 
ing believed that the Emperor’s end was ap- 
proaching. The Empress urgently summoned . 
the meinbers of the family to hasten to the 
Castle. Crown Prince William galloped from 
Berlin and arrived first. He was soon followed 
by Empress Augusta and others. Prince Bis- 
marck was at the bedside an hour after receiv- 
ing thesummons. There 1s a marked discharge 
of bloody mucus from the Emperor’s throat 
and the swelling is making progress downward. 

BERLIN, April 17—1 A. M.—The report is 
confirmed that the Emperor is suffering from in- 
flammation of the lungs. 

Prince Bismarck, accompanied by the Minister 
of Justice, had another interview with the Em- 
peror last evening, when his Majesty signed an 
order appointing the Crown Prince to act as his 
representive. 


LONDON, April 17.—The Morning Posi’s 
Berlin correspondent professes to give the cor- 
rect version of the latest phase of Emperor 
Frederick’s illness. He says it was noticed on 
Wednesday nightlast that although an abun- 
dance of air was passing through the canula, 
the Emperors breathing was attended 
with a slight nolse, indicating tracheal 
disturbance, which was attributed to 
slight inflammation of the tissues -around the 
trachea, which had been observed for three 
days, and upon the first signs of which Dr. 
Mackenzie had ordered a fresh canula at Bina. 
ler’a. This not being ready Dr. Mackenzie on 
Thursday morning procured temporary tubes, 
and invited Prot. Bergmann to at- 
tend. Prof. Bergmann, considering that 
he was entitled to claim the po- 
sition of operator, Dr. Mackenzie 
assisted him. Prof. Bergmann tried to invent a 
tube of the same angle as Dr. Mackenzie’s but of 
smaller diameter. Failing in the attempt he 
ealled Dr. Bramann, who managed to insert a 
tube of the size suggested by Dr. Mackenzie im- 
mediately after the operation of tracheotomy, 
when the German doctors objected to the use of 
such a tube. 


LONDON’S NEWS BUDGET. 
TWO ADDRESSES BY MR. GLADSTONE— 
THE SEAL FISHERIES. 

Lonpbon, April 16.—Mr, Gladstone, ad- 
dressing a political gathering of the Women’s 
Liberal Association to-day, compared London 
now and 50 years ago, when the metropolis 
was foremost in the ranks of Liberalism. 
He said that if London had been con- 
verted to Toryism by the merits of Toryism 
there was no doubt that among those 
merits they could not reckon that of consist- 


ency. London was supposed to have some in-' 


terest in its own local Government, but the 
Tories denounced Sir William Vernon Harcourt’s 
bill as revolutionary. It was an ill wind that 
blew nobody good, and they were consoled by 
the fact that the Tories, now that they were in 
office, had introduced a bill recognizing the 
unity of London. + 

A brilliant reception was given by Lady Sand- 
huret this evening. Messrs. Gladstone, Morley, 


Russell, McCarthy, and many other noted Lib- 
erals were present. Mr. Gladstone delivered an 
address on the history of the last 50 years. It 
was, he said, a history of progress; moreover, 
it was simply the history of Liberalism. They 
had progressed greatly since the general elec- 
tion, although at a disadvantage, owing to the 
secession of the Unionists, who had great social 
influence. But, in his opinion, the Unionists 
were the greatest enemies of the Union, and he 
did not blame the Nationalists for co-operating 
together. {n conclusion, he said that the pres- 
pects were hopeful in the extreme, and he ad- 
yocated energy as certain to triumph in the end. 

Advices from China state that Li Hung Chang, 
the Chinese Premier, on behalf of hia Govern- 
ment, has péremptorily demanded that the King 
of Corea explain why the Corean Minister to the 
United States presented letters of credence to 
President Cleveland without the intervention of 
the Chinese Minister, which act, Li Hung Chang 
claime, was & breach of the explicit conditions 
upon which China permitted Corea to send en- 
voys abroad. 

‘tne negotiations in relation to the Behring 
Sea seal fisheries were resumed to-day. Baron 
de Staal, the Russian Ambassador, Mr. Henry 
White, the acting American Minister, and Lord 
Salisbury held a conference which lasted an 
hour. 

The British steamer Biela at London from 
Antwerp had her vows stove, and was otherwise 
seriously damaged ina collision off Deal in a

BOULANGER’S GREAT SUCCESS. 
IT IS REGARDED AS A PROTEST AGAINST 


THE GOVERNMENT’S HOME POLICY. 
Paris, April 16.—The Opportunist jour- 


‘nals admit that the Opportunist Party suffered 


a severe defeat in yestorday’s elections in the 
Department of the Nord. The Republique Fran- 
cause says: ‘‘There is madness in the air. We 
must not despair, however, but must stubbornly 
fight the battle.” The Journal des Débats says: 


“The efforts to concentrate the Republicans have 
failed. The Moderates will no longer vote with 
the Radicals.” The Petit Journal says: “It is 
for the Government to attach the proper mean- 
ing to the demonstration in favor of universal 
suffrage just made.” None of the papers regard 
Gen. Boulanger’s success in any other light than 
as & protest against the home policy of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Gen. Boulanger has written a letter to the 
electors of the Department of the Nord, in 
which he says: “The 15th of April will 
henceforth be marked in the annals of the coun- 
try as the date of her true deliverance. You 
have courageously resisted all presgure. You 
have held your ground against acts of tyranny, 
obeying only the voice of conscience. Work- 
men whom it was attempted to overcome 
by intimidation risked 
their bread. Honor to your perseverance 
and bravery. The politicians, who have never 
but one programme—to hold office forever—pre- 
tended not to understand my profession of faith. 
But you understand it, and you have joined me 
in demanding the dissolution of the Chamoper. 
You have condemued the impotence of the re- 
vision of a Constitution that isof an anti-repnb- 
lican and usurping character. What France de- 
mands, what the electors have affirmed through 
my name, is the necessity of a constituent as- 
sembly before which all ambitions will 
be effaced, and which will give the 
people the large place they ought to 
occupy under a republic. This has always been 

romised to them, but systematically withheld. 
jiectors, Our mutual interests are those of the 
country and of the republic. It does not suffice 
to love both. You must know also how to pro- 
tect and defend them. Without a thought of 
provocation, together we will devote ourselves 
to this great task. Without allowing ourselves 
to be thwarted by calumnies, we will labor to 
mako the republic respected and indestruct- 
able.’ 

M. Ferry, in a speech at Epinal to-day, de- 
nounced Gen. Boulanger as a mutinous soldier. 
He admitted that the Chamber of Deputies had 
abused its power in order to incite a Ministerial 
crisis, butin defending the Senate he said that 
the Boulanger crisis proved that direct suffraze . 
was not infallible, and showed the danger of a 
single assembly and the necessity of a Senate. 
The existing situation was a plagiarism 
of the 2d of December. He perfeotly recog- 
nized again the hypocritical, equivocal, 
rand threatening formulas of that period. 
He would support the Floquet Cabinet, and he 
called upon it to assume an active militant 
attitude toward Boulangcrism and to concen- 
trate Republicans against the plebiscitary 
Cesarism movement. The return of France to 
France 
would lose the esteem of the rest of Europe if 
a second time in 40 years she should be so 
foolish as to take mediocrity for genius—a. 
Catiline for a Washington. All good citizens 
must rouse themselves to combat a reversion 
to Cesarism, which had always left shameful 
bloedstainec traces in the history of France. 

M. Legrand, the wealthy cooper, who, it was 
charged, bought his decoration as a member of 
the Legion of Honor from M. Wilson, has been 
expelled from the order. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERLIN, April 16.—General strikes of 
workingmen are being arranged for in Berlin, 
Altona, Carlsruhe, and other places in Germany. 
Manprip, April 16.—Senor Balaguer, Min- 
ister of the Colonies, read the Cuban budget in 


the Cortes to-day. The receipts are estimated 
at $25,622,967 and the expenditures at $25,595,- 
755. The Minister asked authority to resort to 
credit operations in order to enable him to con- 
vert the debt while respecting the rights of 
holders. 


BUCHAREST, April 16.—The peasant_ris- 
ing is extending. Several village Mayors have 
been killed. Large bands are assembling with 
the avowed object of attacking Bucharest. The 
telegraph wires have been cutateeveral railway 
atations. The menof the territorial army who 
were hastily called out proved untrustworthy, 
and have been replaced by troops of the line. 
: Special trains are bringing troops from Moldavia 
‘to protect the vapital. 


VIENNA, April 36.-ioumpaees Francis Jo- 
seph, in an interview with Herr Javosky, Vice- 
President of the Polish Club in the Reiehsrath, 
obtained & promise that the Polish members 
would support the proposed spirit tax, which 
they have hitherto opposed and thereby endan- 
gered the existence of the Taafe Ministry. 


LIFE Af CAMP OSCEOLA. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., April 16,—Early last 
night it was circulated about the tenis that the 
Adiiral wasinthe camp. This unusual occur- 
rence at that hour of the night immediately 
caused all hands to wonder what was the next 
move to be made. The suspense was soon re- 
lieved, as two signal guns, fired in quick suc- 
cession from the Richmond, were’ followed 


by the rapid firing of the Gatling and 
magazine rifles which were intended to indicate 
an attack in the direction of the artillery park 
and tents. The long roll and assembly quickly 
brought out men and officers, who, without 
waiting to dress themselves,. seized their arms 
and rushed to the side attacked. Skirmish lines 
were at once sent out and the artillery posted to 
cover the approaches, and every preparation 
made to repel the enemy. The bugles sounded, 
firing began, after which there was nothing 
more seen of the enemy. 

To-day, at dress parade, an order from Ad- 
mural Luce addressed to Brig.-Gen. Heyerman 
was published to the effect that the Command- 
er-in-Chief desired to express to Commander 
Heyerman aud the officers, seamen, and marines 
of the Naval Brigade, Camp Osceola, the satis- 
factory results of Sunday morning’s inspection 
of the camp. 

The usual target firing and battalion drills 
were carried out to-day. The ground over 
which the movements of the contending forces 
in to-morrow’s engagemens will take place was 
earefully inspected to-day, and preparations 
were perfected for the event. ,

ROOT, STRONG &@ CO.’S FAILURE. 

DETROIT, Mich., April 16.—‘‘ In the haste 
rendered necessary by the late hour of filing 
the schedules of Root, Strong & Co.,” said their 
attorney, John D. Ccnely, to-day, “the direct 
and indirect liabilities were combined, making 
an apparent showing worse than the facts war- 
rant. It is shown by the figures given by us 
Saturday night that the assets wero appraised 
at $575,170 78, and direct liabilities $733,268 21. 
In addition there are indirect liabilities on notes 
given to Root, Strofig & Co., and by them in- 
dorsed and discounted at the bank, amounting 
to $450,950 60. The makers of these notes are: 
in the’main good, so that the ultimate Hability 
of the firm on these, it is thought, will not ex- 
ceed $25,000.” 

* What are the future prospects of the firm ? 
Can matters be arranged for them to remain in 
business ?”’ ; 
| ‘ That is the very thing we are trying to de- 
cide now that the inventory is off our hands,” 
said Mr. Conely. ‘‘The store is open for busi-

‘A GREAT LOCK-OUT BEGUN | 


SEVENTY- EIGHT BREWERIES 
STOPPING WORK. 
EMPLOYERS AND WORKMEN STARTING 

ON A BITTER CONTEST, EACH DE- 
TERMINED TO BE THE WINNER. 
Gambrinus may or may not have been in 
a state of mind yesterday. The chances are, 
though, that his composure was undisturbed by 
the unwonted stillness that reigned in 78 brew- 
eries situated in and about New-York. He was 
probably aware that the battle between the 
brewers and their employes would begin at 
noon, and, understanding the nature of the 
struggle, knew that nothing definite would re- 
sult betore to-day. Wa 
From present indications the fight promises to 
be toa finish. Both sides seem to be in earnest, 
and publicly declare their intention of dying in 


the last ditch, if such an unpleasant determina- | 
, tion be forced upon them. The first skirmish 


was chiefly notable for the nolse made by both 
sides, though it must be admitted that the em- 
ployes, being more numerous than their op- 
ponents, succeeded in raising the greatest hul- 
labaloo. The brewers, while enthusiastic and 
inclined to exercise their lungs, were more mod- 
erate in the expression of their determination 
to win or go to the wall inacondition that 
would not permit of further hostilities. 

Meetings were held by both sides after war 
had been formally declared. These meetings 
were largely attended, and at both enthusiasm 
ran high. At the conclusion of these meetings it 
was announced that compromise was out of the 
question, and that the struggle meant utter de- 
feat for one of thecontending parties and 
glorious victory for the other. The men report- 
ed for duty at the usual nour of the morning, 
but their outward appearance denoted that they 
did not not expect to toil as usual, nor for 
the usual length of time. The man who works 
in or about a brewery generally wears a 
blue jumper, and not unusually blue over- 
alis. These outward and visible signs were 
quite scarce yesterday morning. Men in 
holiday garb, or at least in attire not considered 


the th = beermaking circles, were quite nu- 
merous in the throng who reported for duty. 


They noticea that the principal work at the. 


various breweries consisted in the sending out 
of stock, the washing of kegs; in fact, a sort 
of general cleaning up. They understood the 


‘signe, and at noon none of them were surprised 
w 


en they were invited at nearly every brew- 
ery in the city, in Brooklyn, on Staten I[sland, in 
Jersey City, and Newark and other adjacent 
points to call at the cashier’s office and receive 
their pay. * 

The programme adopted at each of the 78 
breweries, the proprietors of which have agreed. 
not to employ members of labor unions as such, 
was almost identical. Take, for instance, the 
seven breweries at Morrisania, those owned by 
Hupfel, Haffen, Ebling, Kuntz, Meyers, Eichler, 
and Zeltner. These breweries are in the Thirty- 
third Police Precinct. Capt. Brooks, accompa- 
nied by a special officer, drove to each of them 
ust before noon and stationed at each two po- 
icemen. These were ordered, should they 
require help, to s0 inform Headquarters, where 
reserves were in readinéss, Capt. Brooks made 
no mistake in taking such precautions, 
but they were not needed. The _ police- 
men, armed with their night sticks, may 
not have worn a peaceful appearance, but 
no one showed any desire to engage in argument 
with them. At each of the breweries mentioned 
the men were ordered by the foreman to report 
at the cashier’s office if they wanted their pay, 
and to report at the brewery at 8 o’clock this 
morning if they wanted tuo be re-engaged at the 
old rate of wages and at the old hours, and if 
they were willing to promise to work for the 
interest of their employers, and not take their 
orders from any labor organization. About 25 
per cent. of the men, without making any reply 
to the foreman’s-remarks, took their pay and 
left the ground. The remainder, as instructed 
by the Brewers’ Union, did not call for their 
wages, intending to do soon Thursday, their 
regular pay day. In no case was there a dis- 
turbance ut any of the Morrisania breweries, 
and the same might be said of those situated be- 
low the Harlem River. 

It was supposed that same unpleasantness 
might arise at er near the breweries owned by 
Ruppert, Ringler, and Ehret, which are ina 
bunch. Nothing of the sort happened, however, 
though the crowds were so large in the vicinity 
at noon that aroundsimian and three policemen 
hae all the work they cared to do in keeping the 
sidewalks moderately clear. The oniy work 
done at these breweries yesterday consisted of 
the dispatch of beer, as for several days they 
had been overcrowded with orders. George 
Ebret was at his brewery at noon when the 
order to suspend work was given. He em- 
ploys 250 men, 50 of whom are drivers. 
A quarter of the employes received their 
wages. Mr. Ebret thinks that all the 
drivers will return to work to-morrow, 
or within two days, and that 75 per 
cent. of his other employes will follow 
their example. Seventy-tive of Jacob Rup- 
pert’s 200 men are drivers. He an+ 
ticipates no trouble from the lock-out. His em- 

loyes might or might not return this morning, 

ut he did not intend to resume work until he 
was ordered todoso bythe association. He 
had heard that 300 skilled men could be secured 
in Philadelphia at any time and had no doubt 
the information was correct. Henry Clausen, 
who employs 140 meu in his Forty-seventh- 
street brewery, called them together at uoon 
and explained why the lock-out was ordered. He 
told them that all who eared to return to work 
under the old contracts could do go. In reply, 
one of the workmen said they had 
always beep well treated by Mr, Clausen; 
buthe for one would stick to the union aod 
pay no attention to what was said by the other 
side. He advised his companions to fotlow his 
example. They did so, for the time being at 
least, and marched out of the brewery in a body. 
Joseph: Deelger employs 60 men, of whom 16 
are drivers. He thought nearly ail his men 
would return to workin twodays. A member 
of the Kress Brewing Company, which employs 
35 men, said that half of them had declared 
their willingness to return to work under ‘the 
ola conditions. All of George Winter’s 30 work- 
men refused to take their wages. They wanted 
a week’s pay. He offered to take them back 
under the old conditions, andt hey refused to ac- 
cept the offer. 

The engineers in the various breweries, with 
a few exceptions, did not go out with the other 
workmen, nor were they discharged. This ac- 
tion on their part was considered very extraor- 
dinary, as they are memuers of the Journeymen 
Brewers’ Union, or were until Sunday night. On 
the tirst day of the week they handed in their 
charter, 80 that they are not now members of 
any organization, having left the Eccentric En- 
gineers, a Knights of Labor organization, to join 
the Journeymen Brewers’ Union. The announce- 
ment of this defection at.a mesting of the men 
at Clarendon Hall yesterdayjafternoon was re- 
ceived with hisses. 

‘Ho, for Clarendon Hall !” was the cry of the 
brewery employe who could speak English when 
his holiday began yesterday afternoon. The 
first delegation of toilers reached the ball befort 
1 o’clock. They perspired freely and seemed 
exultant. After looking at the hall they sought 
the sidewalk. There they were soou joined by 
other perspiring and exultant delegations. The 
first delegation perspired and exultedin Ger- 
man; so did the second and so did the third. 
The fourth exclaimed loudly in Bohemian, and 
ao did the fifth. Avery young reporter said he 
would remain on guard until the arrival of an 
English-speaking delegation.. He stuck to his 
post, in the innocence of his heart, until the 
Iecting was adjourned, but while he re- 
mained he heard nothing that he could under- 
stand, for he was anfAmerican. Every working- 
man who reached Clarendon Hall expressed his 
extreme delight at meeting so many other work- 
ingmen therg. Thirteenth-street, in front of the 
hail, was fen gm by workingmen. They seemed 
to be devonred by an awful thirst. There was a 
saloon in the basement, and they filled that. 
They calied for ‘‘union” beer and they got it. 
Then they crowded their way up stairs, and they 
called for more beer. There were two bars up 
stairs, and at both beer owed without intermis- 
sion fortwo hours or more. Having quatfed 
confusion to their employers, the workingmen 
filed into the ballroem and the lecture room of 
Clarendon Hall The ballroom is by far the 
largest apartment, and it was crowded. Thé@ 
body of the hall was filled to overtfiowing. Both 
galleries ware packed. The afr was a frightful 
compound of vile tobacco smoke and the fumes 
of “union” beer. Every man in the hall taiked 
at the same time. Here and there stood a man 
in a blue jumper, but nearly all of the working- 
men were dressed in holiday attire. An enthu- 
siastic foreigner in the gallery obtained posses- 
sion of two red flags and began,waving them. 
He was promptly suppressed before many of his 
fellow-entbusiasts caught sight of the anarch- 
istic emblems. The “inside” men had posses- 
sion of the: ballroom, while the drivers were 
packed into the lecture room. 

The “inside” men indulged in guttural roars 
when Louls Herbrand proceeded to address 
them. He is the Secretary of the National 
Union of brewery employes. The bosses, he 
said, had conspired to prevent the hard-working 
American wOrkman from earning a living. 
There were loud ories of “Yah-yah” and 
other American exclamations of approval. 
The bosses wanted to throttle the American 
workingman. They would fail in their design. 
The men were certain to win if they stood to- 


‘gether. They were advised to keep sober and 


not attempt any violence, and they were in- 
structed to attend a meeting at_ Claren- 
don Hall at 11 o’clock this oon Herbrand 
afterward addressed the drivers in much the 
game terms. The other speakers were Charlies 





Pommer, a walking delegate, and Ernest Kun- 
_zenknabe, Secretary of Brewers’ Union No. 1. 

Before the meetings adjourned they adoptea 
the following resolutions: 


Whereas, Our bosses haye locked us ont without 
— and without the least provocation on our 
part; 

Whereas, We consider such action to be an at- 
— on their part torob the workingmen of their 
most sacred rights; 

Whereas, As employes we have always, worked 
Fe seal and honestly in the interests of our em- 

oyes; 

Resolved, That we appeal to all the working people 
of the city and of the United states of America for 
support in this struggle which has been forced upon 
us by unprincipled and tyrannical employers. 

Resolved, Thatevery man who returns to work 
without the express permission of his union be con- 
sidered a scab and branded as snch for evermore. 


The following dispatch received from Phila- 
delphia was read at both meetings: 

“ Twenty scabs are on the way to New-York. Look 
out for them.” fe 

If the visitors bad heard the roar with which 
the news of their coming wasreseived they would 
probably have turned back. As it 1s it might be 
well for them toexercise some discretion in 


entering the city, as a committee was appointed’ 


with instructions to visit the different railroad 
stations to search for the visitors, and if the 
latter were found to “reason” with them. 

The speeches were made in German and Bo- 
hemian. It was after 5o’ciock when the meet- 
ing adjourned, and itwwas a long while after- 
ward before the last workingman took himself 
away from the vicinity of Clarendon Hall. 

Meanwhile the brewers had been having a 
meeting also. They met at their Exchange, 2 
Irving-place. At the meeting 78 brewers were 
typ patna A majority of the brewers could 
talk Germar, but allof them did talk English. 
They did not occupy as much time in discussing 
the situation as did their employes, but they 
finished, as did the others, by adopting resolu- 
tions. Speeches were made by William B. Miles, 
H. B. Scharwann, and others. All the speeehes 
were alike in one respect. They were 
full of fight and enthusiasm, and contained not 
the slightest allusion to expected failure. The 
brewers had had enough of dictatién. Seventy- 
eight of them had determined to have no more 
of it. They bad locked out the unions and 
would open to-day to reorganize. Their em- 
ployes might belong to labor organizations if 
they pleased, but such organizations should 
hav‘ no power to dictate to employers. With- 
out a dissenting vote the following resolutions 
were adlopted. 


Resolved, That in the reorganization of our work- 
ing force we guarantee to our employes the same 
scale of wages and hours of labor for the coming 
year as have prevailed during the past year so long 
as they perform their allotted work in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Resolved, That we call upon men applying for 
work not to recognize or submit to the dictation or 
Tequest of any person or organization other than 
their employer, either as to the manner of perform. 
ing their work or as to any matter pertaining to 
their employment. And, furthermore, that they 
will agree not to aid, directly or indirectly, en- 
courage, or contribute to any person, bory, organi- 
zation, or committee engaged in attempting to in- 
jure the business of any brewer, or in boycotting or 
interfering with the sale of tho merohanudise of 
such brewer. 

Resolved, That we hereby guarantees to our em- 
ployes that we will not discharge them upon the de- 
mand, dictation, or request of any labor organiza. 
tion. 

All the brewers saeene when Edward C. 
Schaefer, who presided, read the tollowing dis- 
patch from Emil Schandein, Vice-President of 
the Best Brewing Company of Milwaukee, who 
is at present in Chicago: 


“The strike may be called ended here by combined 
harmony avd energy of the organization. Every 
brewery is running with the exception of what will 
have a full complement of men by noon. More de- 
tails the ovening. How are things with you?” 

At the conclusion of the meeting Secretary 
Seifert said the brewers had never before been 
60 thoroughly of one mind. They had been 
badly treated and forced into a tight; now they 
were determined todo battle with all their 
might. At8 o’clock this morning the 78 brew- 
eries would be reopened for reorganization. If 
the old men did not return their places would 
be filled by new men. The brewery of the pres- 
ent day, with its improved machinery, needed 
little skilied labor. The locked-out employes 
did not probably exceed 3,500. There were 500 
skilled brewers in Philadelphia waiting for 
orders to come to New-York. Seventy-tive more 
were waiting in Boston, and there were 2,500 
menin New-York anxious to fill all vacancies, 
Five thousand men couid be secured in New- 
York alone. He had discovered that in other 
trades there were many skilled German brewers 
who had not been able to join the union; there 
were probably 1,500 such menin the city. No 
new men would be brought to the city until it 
wus found that the old men would not return to 
work under the old conditions, 

He had suggested to Mr. Herbrand six months 
ago that he could not organize a Natiotial As- 
sembly with local ideas. Herbrand did not 
speak the truth when he said the issue had been 
forced by the bosses. He Pad written to Mr. 
Seifert in November that the union men would 
not handle Milwaukee or non-union malt. To 
prove his assertion, Mr. Seifert produced Her- 
brand’s letter. Mr. Seifert, in reply to it, said 
the journeymen brewers had no right under 
their contract with their employers to refuse 
to handle it. Kuntz then said .the union 
would provide for that, and it did by making 
out @ new contract in which it was stipulated 
the men should not handle non-union malt, coal, 
or barrels. The brewers heard of this before it 
was presented, and decided to take the bull by 
the horns. Herbprand was asked to be satisfied 
with the written promise of the employers to 
take none but union men, at s0 much a week 
and at sO many hours per week. He refused. 
Then the issue was Whether the union or the 
owners should control the business of making 
beer. The brewers thought they should control 
their own business. They intended to fight for 
theirrights, and had no doubt about the result. 

Mr. Seifert was asked how many men were In- 
dispensable toa brewery. He said ‘‘Four,” and 
they were the head of the fermenting room, the 
the kettleman, the stableman, and the engineer. 

Reports from Brooklyn, Staten Island, College 
Point, Long [sland, Newark, Patterson, Dobbs 
Ferry and other points are to the effect that no 
disturbance occurred at any of the breweries 
which participated in the general lockout. 

Tue boycott issued by the Journeymen Brew- 
ers’ Union against * pool” beer had not made 
itself strongly felt yesterday. It received little 
or no attention except in such saloons us depend 
entirely upon laboring men for support. [n 
saloons of the ‘Pat’ Divver and ‘ Tommy” 
Shiels stripe no beer was sojd yesterday. The 
proprietors refused to eeil “ pool” beer and 
could not get the other kind. 

A large number of the locked-out then congre- 
gated last evening at the union headquarters at 
213 Forsyth-street to hear what reports might 
be brought in, but spent most of the time in 
drinking union beer and singing songs. At a 
late hour reports came in that the malsters in 
the malt houses of S. Liebmann’s Sons, Ober- 
meyer & Liebmann, Boeadleston & Woerz, 
Ebling, and F, & M. Schaeffer had all gone 
out as soon as they heard that the brewers were 
locked out. : 

To-day the union will distribute 100,00u0 
copies of a circular addreased to all organized 
workingmen calling attention to the action 
taken by the Central Labor Unions of New- 
York, Brooklyn. and Jersey City with regard to 
the boycott on pool beer, and asking that no 
union workingman should take the place of any 
locked-out brewer. 

The real struggle will begin to-day. 

It was reported among the workmen in Brook- 
lyn last evening that the Fitzgerald Brewery 
Company signed the workmen’s agreement early 
iu the evening and agreed to stand by the men. 
This company, it is said, can produce about 300 
barrels a day, and gives employment to about 
70 men. 


CuicaGco, April 16.—The strike of the 
brewers threatens toinvolve other branches of 
trades allied or .connected with the brewing 
business. The coopers’ union has assured the 
brewers that its members would not be per- 
mitted to do anything that might injure the 
brewers or assist the bosses in any way what- 
ever. This assurance extends to work in shops 
not connected with breweries. Most of the 
coopers in the breweries belong to the coopers’ 
union, and they sent a committes to the 
brewers’ headquarters to-day to inform them 
that the coopers weuld not work with the 
“scabs” and would call all the coopers 
employed in the breweries *out by to-morrow. 
But the trouble does not stop there. The coop- 
ers in the breweries being idle, the breweries 
will send their work to the coopers’ establish- 
ments. But the union coopers are pledged not 
to assist the bosses, and they cannot handle any 
work coming from ‘‘soab” breweries. They 
will accordingly refuse todo any work for the 
breweries, and if the cooper bosses insist upon 
it, the men will quit work. There was no im- 
portant change in the brewers’ strike to-day. 
Only 30 upnlon men were at work, and a score 
of non-union hands were induced to strike. 
= the bosses are fairly well supplied with

ONE DEMOCRATS OPINION. 


WHY A NEW STATE COMMITTEE SHOULD 
BE NAMED. 

Ronpovtrt, N. Y., April 16.—The opinions 
of Democrats. in New-York City in reference to 
electing a new State Committee ut the State 
Democratic Convention to be held on May 15, as 
published in THE TIMES of to-day, have attracted 
considerable attention along the Hudson River, 
which territory is considered by some politicians 
as being the pulse of the State. Charles M. 
Preston is the State Committeeman here, and 
when this afternoon he was asked if he agreed 
in the main with the sentiment that a new com- 


mittee should be elected in May he said he did. 
Mr. Preston is a lawyer, the ex-Corperation 
Counsel of Kingston City, and he it was, with 
Judge Alton B. Parker of the Supreme Couft, 
wbo showed Gov. Hill around here when he 
came last Winter to ride down the crack tobog- 
gan siide and didn’t. Mr. Preston is a repre- 
sentative Democrat, and he felt quite shocked 
to-day because he has been rated as a “Hill 
man.” TIesays he is for Mr. Hill and he is for 
President Cleveland both, and he believes that 
Gov. Hill will be renominated and so will Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

In giving his reasons why he deems it advisa- 
ble that a new State Committee should be select- 
ed in May, Mr. Preston said that if the matter ts 
deferred until Fail and then changes are made, 
more or less disorganization would result, and 
besides, if a committee is selected next month 
the members will be in fighting trim all Summer. 

r. Preston sees no good reason why acommittes 
chosen in May should not be indorsed by the 
Fall Convention. He was asked if, judging by 
what he had heard other Democrats say, the 
rank and file of the Democracy were in favor of 
electing the State Committees in May. He re- 
plied that he nad not heard a great deal of ex- 
pression one way or the other, yet he could see 
no good reason why any good Democrat should 
object to choosing the committeemen as pro- 
posed. Mr. Prestonis aman who understands 
the value of words, and being a conservative 
man, it is safe to say that in making the state- 
ments quoted he does so feeling that they are in 
accord with the policy of the Democrats of this 
district. 

Despite repeated attempts to make it appear 
to the rm Ulster County Democrats have 
been for Clevelandjfiret, last, and all the time, and 
are now, and, as has been pointed out in previ- 
ous dispatches to THE TIMES, 80 are also the ma- 
jority of the counties along the Hudson River 
and inland as well. It has taken some people some 
time to find this out, but at last the fact seems 
to have been duly impressed upon their minds, 
and now all around the countryside there seems 
to be be an intense yearning for harmony. The 
Mugwumps, of course, have made all the treuble 
and the stories of turmoil and intrigues that 
nar have helped circulate make some of Mr. 
Hill’s friends feel that they have been very 
much misrepresented. Meanwhile it can be put 
down for a fact thatif the rich and teeming 
Hudson Valley is a criterion to go by, there will 
be a new committee elected in May, and there 
will be fow dissenting voices to the proposition.

AN INSURANCE DECISION, 

Moesite, Ala., April 16.—An important 
case, that of M. Forchheimer & Co. against the 
Insurance Company of North America, was de- 
cided in the City Court to-day. The case arose 
out of the loss by the sinking of the steamer 
Vidette of 315 double bags of coffee valued at 
$10,000. The steamship line as an inducement 
to shippers offered free insurance under its open 
policy with the North American whenever the 
value of the goods should be declared by the 
shippers before the sailing of the ship. In this 


case the value of the goods was so declared, and 
the agent of the line delivered to the agent of 
the shipper in New-York a bill of lading 
stamped “insured from New-York to Mobile 
under an open policy with the North American 
for $10,000, note thereof being made in the 
ship’s manifest.” Six days after the insurance 
in the North American had thus béen perfected 
Forchheimer & Co. took out a second policy for 
$10,000 on the same coffee in the Factors and 
Traders’ Insurance Company of Mobile. In both 
Policies the provision was contained that the 
first insurance, in point of time, should be ex- 
hausted before any labilities under the second 
policy should begin. 

The vessel was lost on the 1lth or 14th of 
June, 1887. After the loss, but before it was 
known im New-Brunswick, the agency of the 
steainship company there and the agents of the 
North American in New-York attempted to 
cancel the insurance of Forchheimer & Co. in 
the North American without their knowledge 
and without any authority from them. This 
attempted concellation -Forchheimer & Co. 
repudiated as “null and void,’ and sued the 
company to recover the amount ofthe insur- 
ance guaranteed by them. On the partof the 
North Awerican it was claimed that the open 
policy which was issued to the agents of the 
steamship line on account of* whom it may con- 
cern was for the exclusive benefit of the steam- 
ship company, and not for .the benefit of the 
shippers by the line, and upon this theory it 
was claimed that the agents of the line had the 
right to cancel the insurance guaranteed to the 
shippers, even,after a loss, without their consent.

NEW PROFESSORS FOR CORNELL. 

Irnaca, N. Y., April 16.—The appoint- 
ment of several new Professors to positions in 
the Faculty of Cornell University is announced. 
Prof. E. Benjamin Andrews of Brown Univer- 
sity is called to the Chair of Political Economy 
and Finance ata salary of $4,000. No teacher 
of the year made such an impression on Faculty 
and students as did Prof. Andrews in his few 
brilliant lectures here last term. Ho was grad- 


uated at Brown, served in the war, and later 
was called to the Presidency of Denison Univer- 
sity, which position he relinquished for a Pro- 
fessorship in Newton Theological Seminary. 
Since the death of Prof. Diman he has held the 
Chair of History and Political Economyat Brown. 
It is thought his coming to Cornellwill “ boom” 
the department. 

The second appointment is that of Prof. L. H. 
Bailey of the Michigan Agricultural College to 
the Chair of Practical and Experimental Horti- 
culture. He was graduated in Michigan, studied 
at Harvard, and was assistant to the late Asa 
Gray. He will undoubtedly have a great in- 
fluence on the horticultural interests of this 
State. Twenty acres of the farm have been set 
aside for the horticultural depurtment,and it will 
be made very prominent. Major Alvord having de- 
clined, Prof. I. B. Roberts of the Cornell Faculty 
is appointed Director of the new experiment 
station at a salary of $3,500. Ashe retains his 
Professorship, but.$500 is taken from the funds 
of the station. An assistant Director and several 
subordinate officers will soon be appoiated.

Wrxona, Minn., April 16.—The Missis- 
sippi River is rising very rapidly at this point, 
and it is liable to havea serious turn at the 
flood. The citizens are much alarmed, and busi- 
ness men and residents of the lower part of the 
city are taking steps to save the property. The 
water is now sweeping over the lower part of 
the west end of the city. Several blocks of res- 


idences ‘in thfs locality, which are occupied 
mostly by Polanders, are flooded, and the water 
is creeping across Fourth-street. Kelow Man- 
Kato-avenue, in the flat portion, all 18 a sea 
of water as far as the eye can reach. 
The water is sweeping in torrents over the levee 
at the lumber yards, and the mills are unable to 
move a wheel oP account of the state of the 
water. The Winona flour mill elevator is shut 
down and the Water is now creeping rapidly up 
toward the mill. The water is 12 feet above 
high-water wark, which is the highest point 
ever Known to have been reached in the history 
of Winona at this season of the year.

answered: ‘Not exactly that, but [ like it.’ An- 
other eircumstance which I think decidedly 
favorable is that when, as usual, we had some- 
thing to attend to for him he objected as strenu- 
ously as ever to the operation, but in a more 
intelligent manner, and said with his usual 
courtesy: ‘Now, gentiemen, please let me seq 
if Lcannot do it myself. Just let me alone and 
I will attend to it myself.’ But he finally sub- 
mitted to Dr. Sands’s treatment without making 


it necessary to use ether. His temperature and 

ulse are Substantially the same as they were 
ast evening, and he has siept quietly and peace- 
fully for several hours.” 

**Wi1ll you say then, doctor, that he has passed 
the critical period of his disease?” 

“No, not yet”—very emphatically. 

“Do youthink tho critical period will de- 
velop within the next 48 hours?” 

“Twill not fix any time for it. Mr. Conkling 
has moat assuredly gained strength to-day, and 
is altogether better than he was yesterday—a 
little better in all respects, I mean.”

The family not only expressed 
more hope than at any time since Sunday wees, 
but looked the sentiments they uttered. 

Col. Fred D. Grant saw Mrs. Conkling early 
inthe day and was delighted to find her ina 
much more cheerful and confident frame of 
mind than at any time during the last week. 
Judge Shipman, whose devotion to his friend 
led him to over-exertion and a sick bed last 
week, was also a visitor at the sick room again 
yesterday, and although he did not feel thas 
danger Was past, was very much encoaraged by 
the appearance of the invalid. 

Alderman Conkling called again, as he has 
every day since his uncle was stricken down 
with the disease, but although there was no 
prohibition put upon his seeing the sufferer, ap- 
preciating the value of quiets to him in the erit- 
ical stage through which he was passing, he re- 
frained from going into the sick room, He said, 
however, that although Mr. Conkling was ly no 
means out of danger, he had passed altogether 
the best day, all things considered, since the 
operation of opening the abscess was performed.

“Tll vonfess that after 
Mr. Conkling had been attacked by that racking 
nervous cough, the outlook was very gjoomy,” 
he said, “but he has a wonderful store of vitul- 
ity in reserve, and I was always confident thut 
it would come to his assistance at the critical 

eriod. And added to that is the other fact.that 

e has always been regular in his habits, never 
going to excess in eating or drinking, and that 
will count largely in his favor in this ordeal. 
To-day he has exhibited indications of his old 
aggressiveness—las been cheerful and active 
rather than depressed and apathetic, and his 
improved condition has given us all renewed 
hope. I believe now that within 48 hours we 
shall be able to say whether he will conquer 
the disease or—” the rest was left unsaid. 

To Dr. Barker, when he called at about 2:30 
o’clock,. Nr. Conkling said, motioning to the bed 
beside him: “ Sit right down here, ducter.”” And 
then, when the physician had taken his seat on 
the bed beside him: ‘“ It’s rather cold, isn’t it?” 

“A little,” the doctor replied; ‘ how is your 
cold?

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MORE VOTES WERE NEEDED | 


JHE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 
BEATEN IN THE HOUSE. 
1T FAILS TO RECEIVE A TWO-THIRDS 
VOTE—MR. BECK’S SILVER SCHEME 
; ALSO LAID ON THE SHELF. 

WASHINGTON, April 16,—The fears of the 
River and Harbor Committee that its nineteen- 
million-dollar bill would not receive the needed 
two-thirds vote to raiJroad it through the 
House of Representatives to-day proved well 
founded and the bill received a set-back which 
may seriously interfere with its future success. 
Mr. Reed’s argument in favor of holding the bill 
over so that it could be used, if necessary, to 
hinder the progress of the Tariff bill proved 
very effective among the Republicans, of whom 
only 33, including 5 members of the River and 
Harbor Committee, supported the bill on 
the final vote. Mr. Anderson of Kan- 
sas demanded a second when Chairman 
Blanchard called up the bill, and the second was 
immediately given by avote of 128 to 45. Mr. 
Sowden moved to adjourn, and was beaten out 
of sight by a vote of 52 to 139 on a division, 
and 64 to 170 on the roll sall, which he insisted 
should be taken. The half hour allowed for de- 
bate under the rules was taken up by Messrs. 
Anderson of Kansas, Sowden, Reed, Cox, and 
Adams of Illinois in opposition to the bill, and 
Messrs. Blanchard, Bayne, and Farquhar imits 
favor. The principal argument against railroad- 
ing the measure was thatit gave no opportuni- 
ty whatever to examine or offer amendments to 
any of the innumerable items, and practically 
shut off all discussion. Mr. Anderson pointed 
out that liberal appropriations were made by the 
Democratic Committee for streams and harbors 


in doubtful States, and Mr. Reed deciared that the 
bill was based on one scale for one section of the 
country and on aless liberal scale for another sec- 
tion. Mr, Coxsharply criticised the failure of tha 
committee to provide proper appropriations for 
New-York Harbor, and deelared that if the bill 
was forced through the House as it stood, either 
the Senate would bave to amend it or the Presi- 
dent to vetoit. The friends of the railroading 
scheme argued that unless the bill was sent to 
the Senate now it might not get there at ali this 
session, for all the appropriation pills but 
one and the Tariff bili were still to 
be considered by the House, and the River and 
Harbor bill would have hard work to getanother 
hearing. The appeal to the members whose dis- 
tricts are taken care of in the bill was a power- 
ful one, vutiteould not secure the necessary 
votes. The final roil call showed 134 votes for 
the bill and 102 against it. A two-thirds vote 
Was necessary, and the KHiver and Har- 
bor men acknowledged their defeat. Only 
34 Democrats voted against the bill, 
aod it was noticed that among them 
were Samuel J. Randall and some of the men 
who have more than once been found following 
his lead, including Messrs, Halil, Sowden, Mc- 
Adoo, Seney, Bliss, Ermentrout, Holman, and 
Merriman. The latter yoted for the measure 
when his name was called, but afterward 
changed over to the negative. Some of Mr. 
Randall’s party colleagues, Who do not accept 
his protective tariff views, are cruel enough to 
guggest that the Pennsylvanian was infiuenced 
py Mr. Reed’s argument quite as much as any 
of the Republicans. 

The Bond Purchasing bill, which the Senate 
returned to the House with the Beck scheme to 
substitute silver for surrendered national bank 
circulation tacked to it, is likely to remain in 
the pigeon holes of the Ways and Means Com- 


Inittes room. Necessity for acting upon it no 
longer exists,’for the House disposed of the 
question in another way to-day. After the 
River and Harbor bill had been set aside Mr. 
Wiikins of Ohio offered a resolution declaring it 
to be the sense of the House that under the 
law of 1881 the Secretary of the freasury 
has the authority to purchase interest-bearing 
bonds with the Treasury surplus. The resolution 
Was substantially that adopted by the Senate 
without the Beck amendment, and Mr. Wilkins 
moved that the rules be suspended and the 
resolution passed. Mr. Weaver demanded a 
second and Mr. Brumm moved an adjournment. 
The second was given and the adjournment 
voted down, thus bringing the resolution before 
the House for tinal action after a half hour’s 
debate. After Messrs. Wilkins, Hatch, and 
Dingley had supported the resolution, and 
Messrs. Weaver, Shively, and Bland had opposed 
it, Mr. Brumm triéad to have it thrown out 
on the pointof order thatit had not been re 
ported by a committee. Speaker Carlisle re- 
marked that the point was mads too late, and 
then the House adopted the resolution by a vote 
of 138 to G4, giving a margin of 10 more than 
the necessary two-thirds vote. Few of the mem- 
bers knew that Mr. Wilkins proposed to offer the 
resolution, but afterit had beer adopted there 
Was a geueral expression of opinion that the 
wisest course had been taken. Ag in the Senate, 
neither party was united on the Beek silver 
acheme, and there wasa widespread belief thatif 
the measure Was sent tothe President in the shape 
itcame from the Senate it would be returned 
with a veto. tit is believed that the formal 
declaration by each branch of Congress that the 
power to buy bonds is now vested in the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will be suflicient warrant 
for such purchases if it is desired to make them, 
while the quiet ignoring of the Beck scheme 
puts aside a question that might have provided 
trouble for the Democratic majority in the 
House. Mr. W. C. P. Breckinridge was aware of 
Mr. Wilkins’s proposed resolution, and in order 
to meet the emergency of a defeat of that meas- 
ure he introduced a similar resolution in the 
morning hour and had it referred to the Ways 
and Means Committee. Had Mr. Wilkins not 
been successful, therefore, the committee would 
still have been In position to lay such a resolu- 
tion before the House. 
x» 

The Special Committee of the Senate which, 
under Mr. Hale’s mansavement is searching for 
Kepublican campaign matorial by investigating 
the civil service under a Democratic adminis- 
tration, has had a new duty placed upon it. 
Senator Hoar has heard that within the past 
two years there have been fraud and malad- 
ministration in the New-York ;Custom House in 
regard to the importation of sugar. Mr Hoar 
wants this matter investigated, and to-day he 
asked the Senate to direct the Hale Committee 
to make such an investigation. The request 
Was promptiy granted and a visitof the com- 
mittee to the New-York Custom House will fol- 
low soon. 

Mr. William Walter Phelps made an earnest 
effort to-day to restrain the House from passing 
the bill extending the time for the construction 
of the Arthur Kill bridge. He promised to with- 


araw all opposition if the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee reported that the bridge would not ob- 
Btruct Commerce, and pleaded with the House 
for delay uutil the Senate committee was heard 
from. Mr. Crisp followed with a sharp defense 
of the Extension bili, and then the House passed 
the bill by a vote of 116 to 31. 


Chairman Mills of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House was at the Capitol for a 
short time to-day, and is all ready to start the 


debate on the Tariff bill to-morrow. His health 
is not yet quite as strong as before his recent ill- 
ness, but he hopes to be able to fill up the hour 
to which he is entitled for the opening speech. 
After that his work will be comparatively light 
until the general debate is closed and the bill is 
taken up line by line. His colleagues on the 
committee are fully prepared to take all the 
labor off bis hands if he finds himself unahie to 
stand the strain. No change has been made in 
the programme outlined in THE Timers thie 
morning, and the bill is likely to be taken up 
with little or no friction. | 

A bill has just been introduced by Congress- 
man Fisher to pension Emanuel H. Custer of 
Michigan. Mr. Custer is now 80 years old and 


a mun of patriarchal presence. He needs the 
pension, and the bill is likely to make quick 
time through both houses and to the Presidential 
autograph, for he is the father of the golden- 
haired Gen. George A. Custer and his brother, 
Capt. Thomas W. Custer, who fell side by side 
in Sitting Bull’s bloody ambush on the Little 
Big Horn on June 25, 1876. 


Land Commissioner Stockslager has written a 
letter to Surveyor-General Hise of Arizona sus- 
taining the latter’s denial of the application of 


J. A. Reavis and wife for a preliminary survey 
of the alleged Peralta private land claim, and 
also declining to entertain the claimants’ appeal 
from the Surveyor-Generai’s decision. The Per- 
alta grant is alleged to have been made in 1758, 
and Comtfissioner Stockslager thinks that if it 
Was actually mede it is very strange that it was 
not publicly asserted, authentically surveyed, 
and reduced to indisputabie property right dur- 
ing the 60 years in which the country remained 
under the jurisdiction of the grantor Govern- 
ment, nor during the existence of the Mexican 
Government over the Territory, nor for 30 years 
after the cession of the Territory to the United 
Biates. The Commissioner says:

UNHAPPY BOOKMAKERS. ~ 


REASONS WHY SEVERAL WILL NOT 
BE AT THE RACE TRACKS THIS YEAR. 
There is considerable consternation 

among the members of the Turf Alliance, the 

association of race track bookmakers, occasioned 


what they said when they asserted that no book- 
maker who violated the provisions of the Ives 
Pool bill by selliag pools in this city or opening 
a book on future events here would be allowed 
to transact business on the race tracks dur- 
ing the racing season. Messrs. A. H. Cridge, - 
one of the Directors of the allianve,., Ridge 
Levein, and George Lovell, the latter of 
whom boldly announces that he is making a 


book on the suburban, are three of the book- 
makers, who by reason of carrying on business 
in this city will be debarred from the privileges 
of the Brooklyn, Jerome Park, and Coney Island 
tracks the coming season. J. V. Daly & Co., 
who are making a book at 1,162 Broadway, are 
also among those in the proscribed list. Several 
others will be added to that list, Pinkerton’s 
men having secured sufficient evidence to prove 
that other bookmakers are daily violating the 
law. There will be surprises for some of the 
bookmakers when the racing season opens. 

kor some time, too, the jockey clubs have had 
reason for believing that several members of the 
alliance have been working in Albany in behalt 
of the De Laocy-Finn amendment to the Pool 
bill, which prohibits the selling of French and 
auction pools on the race tracks. Itis an opez 
secret that the bill was drawn up by De Lacy, 
the Park-row pool seller and bookmaker, as @ 
matter of revenge. He has been ruled off from 
the race tracks, and considers Mr. Kelly of 
Kelly & Bliss the cause of his suspension. Kelly 
& Bliss are the French and. auction pool 
sellers, and the proposed amendment was 
drawn up to deprive that firm of a 
very profitable patt ot their busi- 
ness. Mr. Kelly would not join the Turf Alli- 
ance, and he holds a contract for the pool priv- 
jleges at Jerome Park and Coney island. The 
alliance wanted those contracts, but the clubs 
refused to treat with the body. So some of the 
members were suspected, and with seemingly 
good reason, of trying to secure the passage of 
the De Lacy-Finn bill as a means of getting even 
with Kelly. A memberof the alliance’s Board 
of-Directors and senior member of oneof the 
most prominent bookmaking firms was supposed 
to be in the movement, and the jockey club 
officers at once jumped to the conclusion that 
the Turf Alliance as a body was pushing the 
bill and furnishing the necessary funds. 

Tt was proposed by the officers of some of the 
clubs to strike a telling blow by ru ing the firm 
referred to off the tracks. But Mr. P.ilip Dwyer, 
President of the Brooklyn Club, in bis conserv- 
ative fashion, advised the officers of otber clubs 
to ‘*make haste slowly.” His advice was taken, 
an investigation has been had, and the particu- 
lar bookmaker referred to is understood to have 

roved conclusively and satisfactorily that he 

as had no hand in the De Lacy-Finn conspir- 
acy, even though heis no friena of Bookmaker 
Kelly. He feit very much relieved yesterday 
afternoon to find himself out of the woods. 

There are other bookmakers whose Cases are 
under investigation, in order to ascertain how 
much they know about the proceedings in Albany. 
If the suspiciously incriminating evidence 
against them cannot beexplained away abso- 
lutely they will find themselvés without a 
chance to do business on the legitimate race 
tracks this Summer. Pending these investiga- 
tions there are about a dozen bookmakers who 
are extremely anxious, and who think a deal 
less of De Lacy and bis little bill than they did 
@ week ago, 

President Dwyer 6f the Brooklyn Club wants 
a thorough investigation of each case, and has 
told the officers of other clubs that in case any 
bookmaker is foundto have been trying to injure 
the elubs at Albany or cngaged in pool selling 
or bookmaking in this city, such offender will be 
prohibited from making a book at the ee ag 
track, whether he is a member of the Tarf Alli- 
ance or not. Ifso fair and conservative a man 
as Mr. Dwyer decides against a bookmaker all 
the other New-York clubs will do the same, 
That is why certain members of the Turf Alli- 
ance are unhappy.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
Sor to-day, in this city, fair weather, followed 
to-morrow by rain, nearly stationary lenpera- 
ture. 





Senator-FARWELL of Illinois made a strong 
speech yesterday in favor of propositions 
submitted by him to preserve the circula- 
tion of the national banks. The chief of 
these -was to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue to the banks 21, per cent. 
bonds -for legal-tender notes at par, and 
with the notes to purchase bonds bearing 
a higher rate. The speech deserves atten- 
tion, not because the proposition stands 
any chance of adoption by this Congress, 
but becauss it was a plain and forcible 
argument in ’favor of a sound currency 
by a Western Senator, Mr. FARWELL 
wishes the Government to go out of the cur- 
rency business. He-wishes a currency re- 
deemable. on-demand in gold, and of this 
kind he believes we cannot have too much. 
‘He wishes silver-to be used in common with 
cold, butonly at the ratio of the real values 
of the two metals, These views he stated 
with great-clearness, and sustained them by 
a@ vigorous and sensible argument, to which 
it was good for the Senate, with its heavy 
proportion: of financial cranks, to listen. 


The Government is to undertake at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard the censtruction on 


its own accouns of a first-class armored 
cruiser ata cost, excluding armament, not 
to exceed $2,500,000. Secretary WHITNEY 
has written to Rear-Admiral GHERARDI, 
commandant of the yard, a letter to impress 
upon him theimportanceof showing that the 
Government can, in competition with pri- 
vate shipyards, produce “a creditable vessel 
at a reasonable costand within areasonable 
period.” He desires, under the supervision 
of the commandant to secure “energetic 
and faithfc! performance of work, with a 
proper regard for economy,” and he pro- 
poses that dueresponsibility shall be placed 
upon all concerned in their several func- 
tions. There should be a fair test in this 
case of Government work in naval construc- 
tion in comparison with that executed by 
private contract. The Secretary of the 
Navy does not seem to dwell upon that 
point, but itis essential to success that ef- 
ficiency and fidelity shall be the sole test 
for those employed in the work and that it 
shall be as free from political or party con- 
siderations as thatin private yards.

A step sensible and sagacions to the point 
of brilliancy was taken by the House of 
Representatives yesterday. On the motion 
of Mr. WILKINS oi Ohio a resolution was 
passed under suspension of the rules declar- 
ing it to be the sense of the House that the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury has the authority 
under the act of 1881 to purchase bonds 
with the surplus. This is the substance of 
the first clause of the Bond Purchase bill 
substituted by the Scnate for the one passed 
by the House. It differs from the latter only 
in the omission of the unnecessary declara- 
tion that the Seerctary has at all times 
since the passage of the act had this au- 
thority—a clause intended to reflect on the 
course of the Administration. The action of 
the House has importance in two respects. 
In the first place, though the two houses 
have not passed a formally concurrent reso- 
the authority to pur- 
chase bonds, they have separately made a 
declaration to that eifect in words of sub- 
stantially identical force. In the second 
place, the House has avoided the necessity 
of acting at all upon the Beck silver-infla- 
tion amendment, which the Senate had, 
with incredible foolishness, tacked upon its 
declaration regarding the buying of bonds. 
The Treasury need now have no hesitation 
in buying bonds when required, and the 
Ways and “Means Committee will have no 
occasion to report the silver-inflation prop- 
osition to the House.

Ex- 
tremes and violent changes in climate have

to be attributed largely to tenement-house 
life under conditions that are especially try- 
ing in our hot Summers. Theaverage num- 
ber of persons to a dwelling in New-York is 
16.37, as compared with 7.8in London, and 
there are sections in which this overcrowd- 
ing probably fiasno parallel in the civilized 
world. Intimately connected with the ques- 
tion of relief from overcrowding and a re- 
duction of the death rate is that of providing 
for an expansion of the population over a 
large area by means of adequate rapid- 
transit facilities. 





The death of MATTHEW ARNOLD will be 
regretted by the readers whom he has at- 
tracted and held since the publication of 
“Essays in Criticism,” now moro than 
twenty years ago. Their regret will not be 
selfish, for Mr. ARNOLD’s latest writings: 
have indicated that he had reached the 
limit of his productivity, and that noth- 
ing was henceforth to be expected 
from him but repetitions, with varia- 
tions of lessening ingenuity, of themes 
with which his readers were familiar. It 
was only asacritic that Mr. ARNOLD be- 
came a popular writer. The admirers of his 
poetry, though their admiration has been 
warm,.have never been numerous, and 
probably more than half of the readers of 
his poetry were led to it through an inter- 
est excited by his prose. It is unfortunate 
that he should have been misled into aban- 
doning his purely critical attitude for 
an attenfpt at constructive politics. His 
practical suggestions in this direction were 
little better than grotesque, as witness his 
suggestion that a commission should be 
formed to confiscate the property of all the 
‘““bad landlords” in Ireland, a suggestion 
that he brought forward by way of a “ heal- 
ing measure.” He essaved the constructive 
side of criticism in religion also, but the 
result must have disappointed him. He 
undertook to find a meeting ground 
for all serious-minded persons who had 
the beliefs of earlier 
generation incredible. The manner in 
which his religious essays were received 
showed that as regarded their professed 
purpose of finding an effectual substitute 
for popular religion they were failures. 
Like nearly everything he wrote, they 
were highly readable, but it is in literary 
and social criticism that he is at his best. 
His prefaces to selections from the works 
of famous poets, his ‘‘Essays in Criticism,” 


an 


, and his “Culture and Anarchy” make good 


his claim to a high place among English 
men of letters, not only of his own genera- 


‘tion, but of all generations. 


The increased anxiety of the last few days 
over the health of Emperor FREDERICK, 
now augmented by the renewal of grave 
bulletins signed by the eitending physi- 
cians, must recall a former prediction of 
one of the experts that the month of April 
would find him passing through another 
great crisis. This prediction was founded 
on the probable course of the malady under 
ordinary circumstances; and since then he 
has had extraordinary cares, sorrows, and 
excitements to endure. The journey from 
San Remo to Berlin and the assumption of 
theduties of the throne, with the special 
proclamations and discussions of public 
affairs which became necessary, have been 
succeeded by a most trying controversy, 


‘involving not only family matters, but the 


entire statecraft of the empire. Such an 
additional burden might have worn outa 
well man; and the struggle for supremacy 
seems to have been sufficient to prostrate 
even Prince BISMARCK, who has had an 
invalid to contend with and popular favor 
The prediction of the surgeon 
went on to say that should the Emperor 
survive the April peril, he would probably 
live through the Summer; but, in view of 
the political anxieties that have been added 
to a relentless disease that grants no respite 
for recuperation, his prospects may well 
seem gloomy. 





THE TARIFF CONTEST. 

For the first time since the passage of the 
first war Tariff act in April, 1861, the Con- 
gress of the United States will have placed 
before it to-day a measure proposing a sub- 
stantial reduction of the taxe# on foreign 
commerce levied for war purposes. We say 
a “‘substantial reduction,” for the bill pro- 
posed by the Tariff Commission of 1883, al- 
though accompanied by a report,in which 
the commission declared its intention to re- 
duce the rates by an average of 20 per 
cent., did not in fact provide for any such 


degree of relief, and what little mercy

there was shown by the commission was 


rendered of no avail by the attorneys of the 
protected interests, who finally shaped tho 
bill in conference committee. When the 
law went into effect the average rate of 
duty was found not to have been reduced at 
all. Since this last futile, or rather faith- 
less and deceptive, attempt at the removal 
of the burdens the rights of 
trade the revenue from taxes on imports 
has steadily advanced. For 1885 it was 
$178,000,000; for 1886 it was $189,000,- 
000; last year it was over $214,000,000—an 
increase for the last two years of more than 
one-tifth. Revenue from other sources has 
also increased, and the duty of relieving 
the energy, enterprise, and industry of the

been reinforced by the concurrent duty of 
stopping the steady drain toward the Treas- 
ury vaults of currency needed in busi- 
ness.. For a dozen years now the Repub- 
lican Party has obstinately resisted all 
effort at any suchrelief.

change their tactics. The ‘ trusts” that 
have sprung directly from the favors of 
legislation have become so obvious and so 
undeniable, and the contradiction between 
their existence and the plea for “ protec- 
tion” is so glaring, that the most willfully 
blind adherents of the high tariff can no 
longer cling to the policy of unreasoning 
resistance. The tariff bill, therefore, pre- 
pared by the Ways and Means Committee, 
representing authoritatively the purpose of 
the majority of the House, and responding 
to a definite and imperative demand of 
public opinion, will now have a hearing 
and will ultimately be brought to a vote. 
This is of itself a great gain. It affords 
distinct ground of hope that the require- 
ments of the public interests, the demands 
of the great commercial community, so long 
stifled by the corrupt combination of spe- 
cially-favored monopolies, will receive at- 
tention, and possibly some measure of 
satisfaction. The bill presented by the 
committee is far from being an _ ideal 
measure of reform. Itis not consistent in 
all its parts with the principle of reform 
that it is desirable to apply. It contains 
concessions to certain interests, notably to 
the protected sugar interest, that are no 
more to be justified than would be like con- 
cessions to all, and that, if generally grant- 
ed, would deprive the bill of all virtue. 

But the committee bill is, as we have 
said, a proposition of substantial relief from 
the intolerable exactions, the gross favorit- 
ism, the impudent inequalities of the body 
of private legislation that constitutes the 
present tariff. With suchimprovement and 
amendment asis possible without causing 
its defeat the bill should be pressed. 
Although the opponents of reform have 
been forced to abandon the policy of un- 
quatified resistance, it will be their purpose 
to delay, embarrass, confuse, and, if possi- 
ble, defeat the reformers. They should be 
Reasonable de- 
bate will not be refused, but the committee 
is entitled :to limit debate to a reasonable 
period, and to insist that opposition shall 
be ‘in good faith. and not factious. What- 
ever may be the fate of the bill in the 
House, it is clear that the reform of the 
tariff will be the chief issue of the national 
election in the Autumn. That can no 
longer be prevented. The President and 
the leaders of the Democratic Party have 
made it inevitable. It will, therefore, be 
of the greatest advantage that the Dem- 


-ocratic majority in the House, by sub- 


stantial action, shall confirm the attitude 
of the party upon thisissue. There is not 
much reason to expect that any reduction 
of the tariff can be enacted into law, though 
the protectionist organs have indicated a 
fear of that, but there is a good opportunity 
for action by the House, and whether that 
action be approved or rejected by the Sen- 
ate, it will have a marked influence upon 
the elections. Public opinion is now in a 
condition to respond to firm and courageous 
leadership. It is the part of the Democratic 
leaders to supply it. 

THE STORAGE OF CROTON WATER. 

It cannot bo too strongly urged upon 
the Aqueduct Commission that if the new 
aqueduct, now rapidly approaching com- 
pletion, is to meet the expectations of 
the people of this city adequate provision 
must be made for storing the Croton water 
supply in such a manner that the conduit 
will be constantly filled. The great storage 
reservoir to be secured by the construction 
of the Quaker Bridge Dam is an essential 
part of the scheme for an enlarged water 
supply, and without it the aqueduct will 
not afford the relief expected. It is not 
necessary to enter into the details of the 
calculations and arguments of the engineers 
to make this plain. 

Careful estimates of the total supply that 
can be furnished by the Croton watershed, 
based upon observations of the rainfall 
over that area for a series of years, have 
been made. These show thatit can be re- 
lied upon for an average of 250,000,000 
rallons daily in the driest years, provided 
the whole supply is captured and utilized. 
The new aqueduct is constructed to carry 
that amount, and it will not be many years 
before it will all be needed. The average 
consumption of water will inevitably be 
increased immediately on the opening of 
the new aqueduct. During the long period 
of low pressure there has been 





an an- 
noying restriction upon the use of water, 
and the mains, service pipes, and plumbing 
of tho city have in a largo measure fallen 
into a condition that will occasion a large 
amount of waste when high pressure is re- 
stored. Leta full head of water on, and in 
consequence of leaks and waste and the 
freer use of water the daily consumption 
Chief Engineer CuUrcH 
calculates that the amount requirea from

Now, while the possible Croton supply will 
be ample for years to come, it must be re- 
membered that its flow is very fitful and 
irregular, varying from 10,000,000 gallons 
a day in times of drought to 8,000,000,000 
in times of flood. The present storage 
capacity of Croton Lake andits subsidiary 
reservoirs is only 9,000,000,000 gallons. In 
a dry time, with the inflow reduced even to 
20,000,000 gallons daily, the new aqueduct, 
bringing 200,000,000 gallons each day, 
would drain it to the bottom in fifty days. 
Beginning in May, 1880, thero was a 
period of drought extending over more 
than eight months, and during a largo 
part of that time the Croton water supply 
was insufficient to keep up the flowin the 
present aqueduct to anything like its full 
capacity. The city was put upon a short al- 
lowance and was threatened with a serious 
jvater famine, There is liable any year 
to be a drought of thret or four months, or 
even more, and with a large aqueduct and 
small storage facilities we should be speedily 
reduced to an alarmiug condition. As this

be calculated how much water the Croton . 


watershed will furnish and how much a 


city of 1,500,000 inhabitants will con-. 


sume if left unrestricted. The capacity of 
the aqueduct needed follows without calou- 
lation, and it is clear that the water supply 
must be so stored that the inflow of flood 
times can be saved against the time of 
scarcity. With, the present facilities 
all in excess of 9,000,000,000 gallons 
passes over the dam and is lost. 
By a study of the observations of 
the rainfall and the fluctuations in the 
fiow of the streams it has been calculated 
that a storage capacity of -29,000,000,000 
gallons in excess of that now existing is re- 
quired to capture and conserve the supply 
and insure a steady flowin the aqueduct 
throughout the year. It was with a view 
to all these elements in the problem that 


the plan of the Quaker Bridge Dam was. 


proposed. It was as essential to the object 
in view as the aqueduct itself, and it was 
of the first importance that the construc- 
tion of the two should go on together and 
be finished not far from the same time. 

The matter has been allowed to drift by 
the Aqueduct Commission until it is ex- 
pected that the aqueduct will be completed 
within a year; and not only has the con- 
struction of the dam not been begun, but 
the plans are not adopted and no prepara- 
tion has been made for the actual work. 
Suppose the aqueduct to be completed and 
the water let on. There would be great re- 
joicing and the city would exult in plenty 
of water. The fountains would play, grass 
plats would be irrigated, and upper 
floors would be refreshed with un- 
wonted streams. This would last as long 
as the streams in the Croton Valley were 
abundant and fed the present reservoirs as 
fast as the aqueduct drew from them. But 
let a dry time come. The waters of tr 
abundant season would have gone to jo. 
the brimming river. The reservoirs would. 
be speedily exhausted, the streams in aque- 
duct and mains would fall off, the pressure 
would disappear, the long-promised abun- 
dance would change tounparalleled dearth, 
and the reason for it all would be as clear 
as noonday. There would be a great aque- 
duct, but no adeqnate storage to keep it 
supplied. Let the Aqueduct Commission 
think of the wrath that would be then 
evoked and set about that great dam with- 
out further dallying. 


ELEVATED ROAD DAMAGES. 

Judge BARRETT of the Supreme Court 
decided afew days ago that the elevated 
railway management has still the right to 
have Commissioners appointed to appraise 
the value of and to condemn the easements 
taken from the owners of abutting property. 
The fact is significant, not only because it 
recalls attention to the singular set of 
circumstances leading up to the application 
thus passed upon, but also because of the 
lesson that.it should teach to the projectors 
of other rapid-transit schemes. 

Heretofore, when railway projectors have 
wanted to build a road in this State, and 
have selected the route, they have first of 
all obtained possession of the property or 
property rights needed for the occupancy 
and operation of the proposed road. If 
they were able to agree as to terms with 
the property owners for the right of way 
and other essentials, the proper deeds were 
made out and the compensation was given, 
In case of a failure to agree on the terms, 
condemnation proceedings under the ceded 
right of eminent domain were had, and the 
judgment of Commissioners of Appraisal 
took the place of an amicable agreement. 
The railway was putin the position of the 
State with power to condemn private 
property to its uses, but only in accordance 
with the Constitution, after providing for 
proper compensation to the owners of such 
property. 

The projectors, or rather the builders, of 
the elevated railways, 
with the law and its purpose, intentionally 
ignored its provisions in this respect. They 
well knew, having received notice in the 
numerous injunction proceedings which met 
them at the outset, that the owners of abut- 
ting property would seek redress for the in- 
juries resulting from the construction and 
operation of the roads. But the railway 
constructors were more intent on floating a 
lot of watered stock than in regarding the 
rights of property owners. If the money ob- 
tained from the sale of the stock had been 
honestly applied to expenses of constrac- 
tion and to the payment of damages to prop- 
erty owners, which could easily have besn 
done, there would have been justice in the 
proceedings, but, on the other hand, there 
would not have been such inordinate protits 
to the sehemers. 

The latter, as events have shown, wero 
not scrupulous as to justice being done. 
They paid out nothing except to those in 
the construction company rings. They re- 
fused for years to pay the taxes due the 
city, and met with a sneer the demands of 
the property owners. Claims for damages 
were fought with a bitterness and per- 
sistence which have rarely been equaled. 
It was with regard to such claims that the 
President of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany madethe boast that iitigation was 
cheaper than paying, that the company 
hired its lawyers by the year, and that it 
needed only one jurorin the box, while a 
property owner needed the entire twelve. 
Even when the $13,000,000 of ut- 
terly worthless Manhattan stock were 
saddled on the elevated railways after a 
most iniquitous series of proceedings, no at- 
tempt was made to do justice to the proper- 
It looked as though the man- 
agers of the railways proposed to see how 


far mere audacity alone could carry them 
toward tiring out the claimants. 


There had to be an end to all this, and the 
end has come. The Court of Appeals 
has decided that the elevated roads must 
pay the. damages, and it has defined in 
what way these damages may be computed. 
Things have arrived at the pass that the 
courts will now restrain the Manhattan Com- 
pany from running its roads unless it tirst 
pays the damages, Brought face to face

THE BREWERS’ LOCK-O0T. 

Any event that throws five thousand’men 
out of employment in a city like New-York 
‘isa matter of public moment. A discharge 
of such a number even for one day inflicts 
inconvenience upon thousands of families. 


If the.lock-outscontinues for a week this in- : 
convenience deepens in hundreds of cases, 


into distress. The men who take-such ac- 
tion assume a.grave responsibility. If their 
reasons for taking it are fanciful:or frivo- 
lous they are very culpable. The point of 
view of political economy.from which human 
labor is exactly like-any other-:commodity, 
to be bought in the cheapest market, and 


the sellers of which are not to be considered ; 


‘when their services are no longer required, 


is not the view that a man at the head of a. 
great business can take exclusively and: 


continue to be regarded.as a good citizen or 
‘a good man. It is quite true that efforts to 
compel: him by law to take any other view 
are foredoomed to failure, and, in so far as 
they are.successful will surely make more 
mischief’than they-cure. Nevertheless it is 


desirable that there-should be a strong and : 


distinct sentiment in the community to 
which every unfeeling employer should “be 
made to respond. 

The brewers have not been known as un- 
feeling employers. Rather the contrary. 
When they stop work, to the manifest in- 
jury of their trade, and discharge all menin 
their employ forthe purpose of “ reorganiz- 
ing their working force,” there is a strong 
presumption that the working force stands 
in need of reorganization, and that the 
condition of it against which the employers 
make so emphatic and costly a protest has 
come to be intolerable. In the case-of the 


brewers we are not left to presumptive evi- 


dence alone. It is well known that the 
men employed in breweries have carried 
their disregard of the interests and indeed 
of the legal rights of their employers 


further than the’men employed in almost } 


any other trade. One of the chief brewers 
in the country,’ whose relations with his 
workmen seemed‘ to be very creditable to 
himself, was made the subject: of. a most per- 
sistent-and vindictive boycott by the union 
to which.they belonged. The boycott grew 
out ef another boycott in an allied trade, 
and the-original' cause of it seemed to be 
‘that the brewerin question had not com- 
‘mitted perjury. He was summoned to tes- 
- tify to facts within his knowledge ima case 
that enlisted the partisanship of ‘‘labor.” 
It was. not pretended that he testified 
‘otherwise than ‘truly, or that he could 
lawfully, or even safely, have avoided testi- 
fying at all. But:the testimony that he 
gave was damaging’ to “labor,” and labor 
accordingly set to work to ruin him by 
closing the market against his goods, or, in 
the language of the Penal Code, conspiring 
to injure ‘him in the exercise ofa lawful 
calling. The men in his employ, who de- 
rived their wages from the sale of the prod- 
uct of his brewery, joined with the rest in 
persecuting him. At least they did not 
leave the association that had ordered and 
was trying to enforce the boycott, nor did 
they make any: effective protest-:against it. 
They acquiesced in it as the act of their 
union. 
lt is certainly high time that a stand was 
taken against a union capable of such an 
atrocity as this, and this, though the most 
flagrantly outrageous of all the acts of the 
: brewers’ union, is not more high-handed 
| or tyrannical than many others that are 
reported of that body. A manhas a bu- 
man olaim upon his employer, but it is no 
stronger than his employer’s correlative 
claim upon.him. He can forfeit his right to 
. consideration, and he does so when he 
tries wantonly to injure his employer. 
Not the least curious of the recent 
manifestations of the tendency of or- 
ganized labor is the assumption that 
the sentimental relation between em- 
ployer and employed should be all on one 
side. Knights of Labor who were doing 
their utmost to inflict injury upon em- 
ployers have at the same time reproached 
their victims for notloving them, for really 
the accusation goes no further. It is of 
“indifference” and ‘“‘soullessness”’ on the 
part of a man whom they are spitefully 
persecuting that they complain. There is 
no denying that the employing brewers 
have stood quite as much from the unions 
of the employed brewers as they can fairly 
be expected to stand. They are within 
their rights—their social and human, as 
well as their lawful rights—when they 
declare that they will have no fur- 
ther dealings with the unions, but 
will make terms with the menin their em- 
ploy as individuals. It isfor this purpose 
that they have declared their lock-out after 
ample notice. It is to their interest and to 
the interest of the workmen that this lock- 
out should be over as soon as possible. The 
only men who have an interest in protract- 
ing it are the labor politicians, who get 
their living, not by brewing beer, but by 
managing brewers’ unions. If the men 
locked out return to work as individuals 
the occupation of these politicians will be 
gone; but, except to themselves, that is one 
of the strongest reasons for wishing that 
the lock-out may attain its object. 


One source of consolation to those who 
view with apprehension the electoral tri- 
umph of BOULANGER is that thus far the 
interpretation put upon it relates wholly to 
home politics and does not imply any re- 
newal of the French mania for Cesarism or 
for the policy ofyla revanche. Yet even this 
is not wholly a safe reliance, since with a 
man of BOULANGER’S temperament and 
aims it is impossible to say what excite- 
ment in foreign policy he may stir up to 
accomplish his ends.

MATTHEW ARNOLD 


SUDDENLY STkIOKEN WITH 
HEARYI DISEASE. 
HE VISITS LIVERPOOL TO MEET HIS sOm 


AND DAUGHTER AND EXPIRES BE- 
FORE THEY LAND. 


Lonpon, April 16.—Mr. Matthew Arnold, 
the poet, scholar, and critic, whose recent artt- 
cle on “ Civilization in the United States” at- 
tracted much attention, died suddenly yester- 
day in Liverpool from heart disease. Mr. Arnold 
arrived in Liverpool on Saturday to meat his 
son, Riehard, who, with his wife and sister, the 


‘latter being Mre. F. W. Whitridge of New-York, 


were passengers on the steamer Aurania. He 
staid at the Dingle with his sister, Mrs. Crapper. 
During the evening he was in exuborant spirits. 
He took a long walk and tried to clear a railing 
near the house by ajamp. He failed, but again 
made the attempt, taking arunning jump, and 
succeeded. No ill results appeared at the mo 
ment. Mr. Arnold knew he suffered from a dis- 
ease of the heart, and Dr. Sir Andrew Clark had 
warned him against any sudden exertion. Yes- 
terday morning he was apparently well. He at- 
tended the Presbyterian church, and aftor 
luncheon went out for a walk with Mrs. Arnold. 
He was still in bigh spirits. Soon after leav- 


ing the house he suddenly fell forward and 
never afterward spoke. His daughter arrived 
at Liverpool an hour after his death. Imme- 
diately after Mr. Arnold fell he was carried inte 
the house of a doctor near by. He was still 
breathing, but was unconscious. The physician 
poured spirits down his throat, but he never 
rallied at all, and died within four minutes after 
being taken Indoors. The doctors have given & 
certificate that Mr. Arnold’s death was aue to 
heart disease. 

The funeral of Mr. Arnold has been fixed for 
Thursday next. The interment will be at Lale- 
ham, near Staines. 


Mr. Arnold was born in 1822, before his 
father, the famous Dr. Arnold, became head 
master of Rugby. He drew attention to himself 
asapoet as early at 1843, when he took the 
Newdigate prize at Oxford by a poem on Crom- 
well. “The Strayed Reveler, and Other Poems’ 
appeared in 1848. The volume containing 
“Empedocies on tna,” a great favorite 
of his own, was published in 1853, 
and the year following he issued a col- 
lection of his verse over his own name in 
place of the initial “A.,” which hac beon hig 
signature before. From 1857 to 1867 ke held 
the Chair of Poetry at Oxford, during which 


time he published ‘ Merope,” a trazedy, and 
lectures delivered under his professorate. He wag 
edueated at Rugby under his father, ana early 
assumed, the attitude of a teacner. Later in 
life he was ~ oe an Inspector of Schools, 
and supported his family chiefly on the salary, 
given with that office. From his published’ 
works he had no return until a comparatively 
recent period, and then his audience was wider 
in America than in England. The faulttinding 
spirit which shows in his criticisms of Englisk 
affairs was uot at all relished in Great Britain, 
and the recognition of his real werth as a man 
of letters, while it did not begin in the United 
States, was chiefly found on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

It was always a grievance with Mr. Ar- 
nold that his services as a student of the 
educational systems of Europe, and his criti- 
cisms of the British system, not to speak of hig 
eminence as a poet and man of letters, should 
never have recsived more recognition in hia own 
Jand than they did. The fact that no fat sine- 
cure was picked out for him is perhaps in his 
faver, for it is probable that his was too uncom- 
promising a critical facuity to keep silence on 
matters where discretion is expected, and that 
& man with a more pliant back would have 
obtained some of the rewards that fall to less 
serupulous or more ¢asy-going littérateurs. 

Mr. Arnold did sterling work of avery slabo- 
rate and exhausting kind in his sxaminatiensof 
foreign schemes of education, and his Inspect- 
crate of schools was no sinecure. At the same 
time he wrote poetry of a very nigh order for 
grace, melody, beuuty of thonught—tfor every- 
thing (one may say) except for geniue. As 
mnight be expected from his birth and bringing 
up, he was a olaasicist in literature, yet he 
showed his real strength in nothing nore than in 
his power to subordinate the schooimaster and 
write as one whe does not smack of the shop. 
The didactic vein, however, grew on him sume- 
what in later life, and Englishmen as well as 
Americans have complained of the assumption 
of wisdom, of a spirit of cotaplacent knowing- 
all-about-it which pervades much of his later 
work. This hardly accords with the general’ 
tenor of hie philosophy, so far as he enunviated 
it, since this was ossuutlally a negative philoso- 
Phy and largely a confersion of the help- 
lessmess and ignorance of man _ before 
the problems of the universe. Mr. 
Arnold had &# Hebraic thread runing 
through hie intellectual nature, and turned 
readily to the Hebrew Scriptures for modeis. 
‘Yet he was no prophetin sackcloth and ashes 
foretelling the fail ot Babylon; rather a critical, 
questioning Hebrew, causing the elders of the 
congregation great perturbation of sou! dy the 
shrewd questions with which he plied them. 
Mr. Arnold showed boldness in wrsting on relig- 
lous questions when it is considered that he was 
Professor and school Inspector; for free think- 
ingis apt to lead to a quick divorce petween 
seh positions anithe oé&n who Jarasto an- 
nounce them. While he yv: ve great offense ta 
churchmen, it ia certain toat Le 634 much to 
liberalize and render tolerrut «k+ Church of 
Engiand as well as the seetarians of Great 
Britatn. 

Mr. Arnold’s visits to the United States in 
1883 and 1886 are too recent to need special 
mention. His views found great opposition, 
but he was feasted and complimented wher- 
ever he went. When his youngor daughter mar- 
ried in New-York it was hoped ibss he would 
come often to thie sity, and cerreot or corrob- 
orate the views of the Americans wh: th he had 
gained under exeeptional circumstances of haste 
and mental stress. It is probable, however, 
that the politica! and social conditions of tha 
United States were so foreign to his ideals and 
so hard to adapt to his mature ha hits of life that 
he would never have become a hearty ad- 
mirer of gemocratic institutions. Itis hard to 
say what those ideals were; but certain that 
America did not satisfy them. The man who 
jutroduced the useful adaptation “ Philistine” 
to denote a wrong-headed self-satisfied person 
could have little sympathy with democracy. 

Tho suddenness of Mr. Arnold’s death recails 
a fact interesting to believers in the heredity of 
disease, that his father died suddenly of angina 
pectoris, and his grandfather, a Collector of 
Customs onthe Isle of Wizht, wasavictim of 
heart disease, which carried him of in 1801. 
When Mr. Arnold was in the United States he 
enjoyed robust health, an¢ was toud of compar- 
ing himnself with men of his own age, pointing 
out bis own vigor and powers of physical anil 
intellectual work with the complacency usual in 
men who do not detect in themselves the ad- 
vance of old age. This characteristie adds to 
the shock the news of his death must occasion 
to his friends on both sides of the ooean. 

That pessimism which is to be éetect- 
ed in all of his writings was not of 
Leopardi kind nor of the Heine 
sort, but an intellectual pessimism arising from 
the hopelessness with which he viewed the sv- 
cial, the political, the religious situation in Eu- 
rope, and more especially in Great Britain. 
Had he been given a less vigorous pbysique 
perhaps his diatribes against.the men and things 
ot hisday would have been less gentle and 
more in consonance with the bitterness of Car- 
lyle, but his personality afforded aim the spring 
and elasticity which was needed in one whe 
could proclaim the nothingness of things from 
the hilltop and descend to enjoy a good dinner 
and the company of charming people. This per- 
haps lent him also the very rewarkable courage 
which he always showed. Whatever he thought 
he aaid, softening it very commonly by the 
graces of a atyle which few living writers can 
touch, but managivg siways to have Dis say in 
his own fashion, no matter who was hurt by bis 
plain-spokenness. In seine respects he wag 
@ very liberal man for his race aud sur- 
roundings. Although an admirer of Goethe 
and Gerwan literature, he was not so much ab- 
sorbed by the worship of that fetish as to fail to 
appreciate the beauties ef French prose and, 
indeed, French poetry. Few Englishmen have 
written so sympathetically and instructively of 
the French in literature as Matthew Arnold. 
Even the neglected and worse than neglected 
field of native Celtic literature did rot escape 
his critical telescope as it swept the horizon. 
He satisfied the Englishman in him by saying 
trifling and perhaps impertinent things or the 
Welsh and Irish, but he wage one of the first 
among living writers of mark to suggest the 
necessity of studying the Celtic side of the 
British mosaic of peoples and its literary re- 
matns. 

As acritic Mr. Arnold displayeda fastidious- 
ness that sometimes grated on persvas who ad- 
mire a bolder and more trenchant style of going 
to work, but there are other Englishmen who 
have imitated him only by outdoing this trait. 
When one reads them and notes the artiticlality 
and effominate ineffectualness of their products, 
one 18 able to measure the height above them to 
which Arnold soared. He wasa toaeher avd 
examiner of teachers, a University man, the son 
of one of the most reimarked school teachers of 
England. Now that element which some oritios 
object to as tinical, probably dia more than any- 
thing else to establish his fame; for Mr. Arnoid 
had no mission and no faith to propound. He 
was & cultured and gentle pessimist, with a 
leaning toward -sgnosticiam. The con- 
tents of his writings are not simple and di- 
rect in their eifect- on. other minds because 
his mind was neither simple nor direct, but they 
upheid the dignity of independence ir criticistw, 
whether the aim was religion or letters, and 
they made constant and consistent protest 
against the rnder forms of social life among the 
aristocracy, commons, and people of Great 
Britain. tr. Arnold himself was too much a 
product of his gourtry and the age to be consiat- 
entina deeper senee, for he was profoundly 
awayed by the conditions governing the social 
fabric in England, which do not admit of con- 
sistency. But he entered a protest against the 
worst evils as they apuoes to him, and if la 
practice ha bowed to them he haa tha marit of 





having denounced them bravely to the last. As 
a man of letters he was a living protest against 
siipshod work; this led him very early into the 
den of ‘‘the young lions” of the press, as he 
termed the journalists of hie earlier manhood, 
and his latest contribution to the monthly press 
repeats the note of defiance. The haste and 
Jack of fastidious workmanship ineeparable to 
‘daily journalism set his temper on edge, 

In Matthew Arnold one of the larg@st figures 
in English literature has disappeared with a 
suddenness and at & juncture which call for 
more than common sympathy, We can say that 
it was well that death should come without the 
ordinary train of sickness and suffering, and in 
that way rate him fortunate. But his vigerous 
ola age seemed to mark him ont for many years 
of oritical, if not original, work. He was the 
tirst foreigner to receive a mark of esteem from 
American authors, who elected him in 1883 an 
honorary member of the Authors Club. On that 
occasion the act was hailed in England and here 
as one more indication of a friendly nearing of 
the two great English-speaking countries. His 
two trips to America made him hosts of friends 
in the United States, while his condemnation of 
things that disturbed his fastidiousness made 
him hardly an enemy. Indeed, it would be diffi- 
cult to dislike Matthew Arnold, knowing him 
through his writings alone. But those who had 
the privilege of meeting him easily succumbed 
to his urbanity and charms of conversation, 
finding in a certain measure of self-absorption 
which sat not ungracefully on him that human 
touch merely, which makes & man yet more be- 
loved.

A VERY LIVELY TIME 


DAY. 

New-Or_eans, April 16.—This morning 
the Supreme Court of the State rendered a de- 
cision on the rule filed by Col. Isaac W. Patton, 
Registrar of Votes, for a writ of certiorari and 
prohibition against District Judge Housten, 
who on Friday last ordered the Registrar to 
give the Republican Party representatives 
among the Commissioners of Election. The 8u- 
preme Court, after argument on Saturday, took 
the case under advisement, and to-day, through 
Associate Justice Charles E. Fenner, decided 


onanimously in favor of sustaining Judge Hous- 
ton’s ruling, apd dismissed the rule applied for 
by Col. Patton. The Registrar at once appoint- 
ed a new set of returning officers in harmony 
with this ruling, consisting of one Oormmission- 
er, tepresenting the regular Democratic State 
and municipal ticket, one representing the 
Young Men’s Democratio municipal ticket, and 
one representing the Republican State ticket, 
and two Democratic clerks for each poll. The 
Republicans have no municipal ticket, they 
supporting the nominations of the Young Dem- 
ocracy. 

The action of the Registrar tends to ameliorate 
the situation, but notwithstanding this to-mor- 
row promises to be the most exciting’election 
day since 1868, when in riot and blood the a 4 
was carried for Seymour and Blair. As al- 
ready told, the young Democracy have 
expressed their determination to place 
squads of armed men within a square 
Mg the polls. It was understood that the 
civil Sheriff would appoint a few thousand 
deputies to offset this force, but that officer au- 
thorizes the statement to-day that he will only 
»ppoint one deputy at each poll, as required by 
law. This also eases the situation materially. 
Almost every store in town will close, the fac- 
jories and mills will shut down, and the schools 
will close, but clerks, operators, and teachers 
will vote, and everything indicates the largest 
vote ever polled. 

At voon to-day not a carriage or saddle horse 
in town could be hired for use to-morrow. The 
poolrooms are recording bets on the result, 
the pools at 10 o’ciock to-night standing $1,000 
to $800 in favor of Davy, the regular candiaate 
for Mayor over Shakespeare, the young Demo- 
cratic candidate. Every young Democratic 
club is in session to-night receiving in- 
structions. The regulars are making a

NEWS OF THE DAY ABROAD 


FREDERICK’S ILLNESS AND 
BOULANGER’S TRIUMPH. 
THE MILITARY PARTIES OF GERMANY

Lonpon, April 16.—As may be imagined, 
there has been a good deal of gravity here in 
news and club circles to-day over the death of 
Matthew Arnold. Although it occurred within 
the limits of one of the largest towns in Europe 
early yesterday afternoon, there is such an ab- 
solute paralysis of communication and activity 
throughout Engiand on Sunday that the fact of 
his death was not known till this forenoon in 
London. Beyond the fact that it is a great 
shock to the public there is little to be said. 
The obituary articles in the evening pavers are 
all singularly vapid and commonplace. 

To-night, however, talk of Mr. Arnold’s sud- 
den demise is swallowed up in excitement over 
the news from Berlin, which was anticipated 
by my Saturday’s dispatch. The bulletins com- 
ing in are so meagre that it is impossible to 
learn more than the fact that a serious crisis 
has arisen and that the imperial relatives and 
dignitaries are acting as if the worst had come. 
Physicians here whom I have been able to see 
to-night are unable to understand the reference 
in the official statements to bronchitis, and are 
inclined to believe that the trouble is merely ar 
acute phase of the malady from whioh the Em- 
peror has been all along suffering. There is no 
idea her’ that he will live out the week. 

This prospect of an immediate and sweeping 
change in the Government of Germany is hnked 
in every mind with the even more sinister 
threat of Governmental chaos in France. Either 
the death of Emperor Frederick or the meteor- 
like rise of Gen. Boulanger would have been in 
itself enough powerfully to affect Europe. The 
two things apparently coming together dazzle 
the imagination for once. There are now 
prophecies tha: out of such a crash as this any- 
thing may come. Gen. Boulanger’s immense 
majority in the Department du Nord means a 
good many things, but the chief of these ts that 
the French crowd 1s tired of having wordy 
lawyers and editors run things and are 
willing to give men of action a chance. The 
purely military party, made up of all sorts of 
incongruous political elements, thus comes to 
the front with the wild impetus of a plebiscite. 
Nothing could invest this with more terrible 
significance than the fact that simultaneously 
the military party in Germany steps also into 
power. Men may well be frightened at the sud- 
den looming up of these two sable, sulphurous 
clouds in the sky. 

At a less exciting time Mr. James Russell 
Lowell’s noble address in New-York on Friday 
night would have been the chief topic of the day 
here. The News to-day has four-fifths of a col- 
umn of the address by cable, principally the 
parts devoted to the dearth of statesmen and the 
apostrophe to Lincoln, but this is enough to wir 
recognition for the speech as a masterly effort. 
Comments on it are very general, and, without 
exception, are in acourteous spirit to America. 

Ex-Mayor Grace of New-York was entertained 
at dinner in the House of Commons to-night by 
a party of Irish members, among whom were 
Parnell, O’Kelly, and O’Connor. He expects to 
sail for home on the 28th. 


EXIT IRA SHAFER. 


THE MANHATTAN CLUB ASKS FOR HIS 
RESIGNATION AND IT IS OFFERED. 

The final actin one of those demi-tragic 
comedies wifich have of late graced the boards 
of several New-York clubs and afforded each a 
topic of conversation has come at last. Ira 
Shafer of the Manhattan Clubis the victim of 
this latest whim of the tragic muse. Qunite fresh 
in the minds of most people who interest them- 
selves in club gossip is the account of the two 


unfortunate affairs with which Shafer’s name 
and person were connected within the last few 
months in the sacred precincts of the Manhattan 
Club. The first of these affairs may possibly be 
remembered as a dispute over a gamé of billiards, 
on the result of which Mr. Shafer was so rasn 
as to =e $400, and upon the loss of which 
he is said to have expressed himself in terms 
forcible if notelegant. This affair was investi- 
gated and Mr. Shafer was forgiven. 

About a month ago still another mélée oc- 
curred, in which were involved Mr. Shafer, Her- 
bert C. Mitchell, and, it is hinted, a quantity of 
lampblack. A prank was played — rr 
Shafer, so 1t 1s said, and he retaliated by refer- 
ring to episodes in the life of his fellow-member 
and using language which he chose to regard as 
insulting. Another committee was appointed to 
investigate the matter, but the oli Board of 
Governors neglected to act. Last night the sec- 
ond meeting of the new board was held, and it 
is currently reported that the results of the con- 
sideration of the Shafer matter found expres- 
sion In ne presentation to Mr. Shafer of an em- 
barrassing alternative. It was decided to polite- 
ly request Mr. Shafer’s resignation, which if 
forthcoming would find an acceptance. If not 
a further action of course would be 

aken. 

The star chamber proceedings of so august a 
body as the Manhattan Club could not, of 
course, be ascertained except by private infor- 
mation from some of those within. A prominent 
member of the olub said last night, however, 
when asked if Mr. Shafer had been suspended: 
“TI think that if it was said that it was gen- 
erally understood among the members of the 
club that Mr. Shafer had been given an oppor- 
‘tunity of resigning, had taken advantage of the 
opportunity, aud that his resignation had been 
accepted, the atatement would be. very near 
the truth.” Having delivered which oracular 
utterance, the member politely declined to give 
further particulars. Tbe negotiation for the 
Stewart mansion remains in statu quo, the 
committee having this business in charge hay- 
ing been continued last evening.

AMUSEMENTS. 


VERDI’S LATEST WORK. 


Verdi’s ‘‘Otello” was produced at the 
Academy of Music under the management of Sig- 
nor Italo Campanini last night, before a large and 
brilliant audience, which abundantly testified its 
delight in hearing the now work. The opera, 
some of the artists engaged in its perform- 
ance, and the pictorial presentation of it 
were all surprises of the most agreeable nature 
to those who went there with no high expecta- 
tions, while they certainly surpassed the hopes 
of Signor Campanini’s friends and admirers. 
* Otello,’ being cast in the latest dramatic form, 
gave the Italians in the audience but few 
opportunities to interrupt the performance 
with applause and shouts of “Bravo,” and every 
attempt todo this was resented by that part 
of the audience which has learned to reserve 
its approval till the ends of the acts. At times, 
however, the enthusiasm was too great to be 
restrained, and tumults of applause filled the 
house. Two numbers which admit of repetition, 
the “ Credo” and the ‘‘Ave Maria,” were hearti- 
ly redemanded, and all the principalsingers were 
called before the curtain at the ends of the acts 
and at the conclusion of the opera. Signor Cam- 
panini was called forth at the end of the noble 


third act and favored with a special demonstra- 
tion. The approbation ofthe entire audience 
was unmistakable throughout the evening, and 
there can be no question whatever that the 
opera has achieved that success which it fuily 
merits. 

The future of opera is somewhat difficult to 
foresee at the present time. The world appears 
to be divided into two great operatio partits— 
tho German and Itailian—and any person who 
has the coo) aadacity to proclaim himself an ad- 
Tairer of all that 1s good and an opponent of all 
that is evil in both is in a fair way to be 
treated with toat bitter scorn and hatred which 
in these days always burst upon the head of an 
independent, be hein politics or music, Blind 
and servile partisanship is extremely fashion- 
able, and he who out of self-respect sets himself 
upon a more worthy levei must be satisfied by 
frequent viows of the outstretched finger of con- 
tempt and by repeated hearings of the 
siatement that he is an intellectual ‘ dude” 
and pharisee. Severe critics of American life 
and thought have, however, admitted that there 
was hope for our future through the efforts of 
the independent and earnest minority. There- 
fore all who went last night to hear ‘ Otello” 
with minds open to conviction can this morning 
confront with great serenity of mind those un- 
comfortable persons whose opening words in all 
operatic discussions invariably aro ‘ Under 
which King, Bezonian? Speak or die.” ‘ Otello” 
is the most important opera which has come 
out of Italy since ‘‘ Aida.” Whether it is greater 
than that production which upset all precon- 
ceived ideas of the musical advancement of 
Italy and reformed the world’s opinion of the 
Maestro Verdi it would not be profitable to dis- 
cuss now. ‘Otello’ has been heard but once; 
“ Aida” is as familiar to us as “Die Walktire.” 
When “ Otello” has been ——— digested 
perhaps we shall deem it worth while to con- 
sider this matter of comparison, and perchance 
we may not. At present al) that concerns us {is 
the fact that the first hearing of ‘‘ Otello” demon- 
strated that it is a great work and one that 
ought to live long. 

The history of Verdi is the history of Italian 
opera in our time. He has been the leader and 
the representative man. Arrigo Boito’s ‘‘ Metis- 
tofele” 1s a notable work, to be sure, but it is 
cast ina German mold. erdi, while adapting 
all that he beifeves to be good in the modern 
dramatic opera and discarding all the restrictive 
and roeaningless formulas of days that are done, 
is stili diatinctively italian in his style. The 
characteristics of the Italian school are oxhibit- 
ed in his latest work in a manner that leaves 
but little opportunity for the devoted slaves of 
Wagner to point to Verdias a convert kneeling 
at their master’s feet. There can be no doubt 
that Verdi has seen the irrefutable force of some 
of Wagner’s theories. He would be no intellect- 
ual giant if he did not. The old forms are aimost 
wholly absent from “Otello.” There aro no pre- 
ludes, no ritornelli, no set arias, no cabaletti. 
The continuous flow of music is kept up from the 
beginning of each act tilltheend. There are 
compiets songs in ‘Otello,” but they are 
simply the rounded settings of finished speeches 
and lack no dramatic quality. The great dif 
ference between this opera of Verdi and the 
music dramas of Wagner lies here: With Verdi 
singing remaius always the chief feature of the 
work. He calls ‘* Otello” a lyric drama, and 
that is a precise description of it. Tho orches- 
tra, instead of being raised to a place of equal 
importance with the singers, is kent subserv- 
fenttothem. Yet it is lifted to higner promi- 
nence than it has ever before occupied in Ital- 
ian opera. In no department of bis art has the 
aged maestro made such astonishing advances 
as in orchestation. The score of ‘ Otello” 
is filled with superb combinations, with most 
ingenious and agreeable designs of accompani- 
ment, and with rich and significant orchestral 
effects. Nothing that hag been contrived by 
modern symphonic and operatic writers has os- 
caped the study of Verdi, and he has added some 
new material of his own. 

But, as before said, the singing remains the 
chief feature of the opera, and in this respect 
the work is distinctively Italian. The maestro 
writes no more ornate passages for the peg od 
of vocal accomplishments. fiorituri are ban- 
ished forever, andthe singer of Gilda or Violetta 
would hardly receive the réle of Desdemona 
with gratitude. There is nothing of a symphonic 
character in ‘‘ Otello,” unless one chooses to 
regard the short orchestral announcement of 
the “Willow Song” before the fourth act as 
such. The opera is undeniably a drama fitted 
with music. There are norepetitions, no de- 
tached arias written for the singers, and no op- 

ortunities for extended individual glorification. 

he music is strictly devoted to the illustration 
of the text, and yet every note of itis instinct 
with vocal melody. It is thoroughly  sing- 
able music. Those portions which are 
most likely to impress themselves forct- 
bly upon the public mind are the 
lovely duo betwoen Otello and Desdemona in 
the first act, the virile and dramatic “Credo” of 
Iago, the magnificent and unique setting of 
Otello’s speech concluding ‘Otello’s occupa- 
tion’s gone,” and his vow of vengeanoe, together 
with Iago’a mock vow in the second act, the 
strongly dramatic scene between Otello and 
Desaemona, the fine scene for Otello, Iago, and 
Cassio, the auperb ensemble and striking termi- 
nation of the third act, the lovely ‘Willow 
Song,” and the beautifal ‘‘ Ave Maria” of the 
feurth act. The weakest part of the whole 
work is the scene of Desdemona’s murder, in 
which, 1f must be admitted, Verdi has not risen 
as high as the dramatic situation demands, 

This one blemish, however, is far from being 
sufficientto destroy the vitality of the entire 
opera. Tho majesty of the orchestration, the 
rich harmony of the numerous choral passages, 
the continued loftiness of the style, and the 
genuine earnestness and feeling of the music in 
its entirety, together with the forcible revela- 
tion of the composer's design to make every 
part of his work subservient to its dramatio pur- 
pose will impress the unprejudiced hearer with 
the belief that this is one of the masterpieces of 
our time aud thatit should live when most of 
the earlier and less truthful operas of the maes- 
tro are buried in oblivion. 

The libretto of the opera was written by 
Signor Arrigo Boito, the distinguished composer 
of ‘*Mefistofele.” It is narrated by Mre. Sharp 
that Verdi w&s *‘indtteed to undertake the com- 
position of ‘Otello’ on the occasion of the per- 
formance of his‘Messa da Requiem’ at the 
Scala, for the benefit of the sufferers by the in- 
undatiens at Ferrara.” Ricordi, the publisher, 
laid stege to the maestro. but the latter declined 
to begin anew work. It was his wife who sug- 
gested that a eo gop subject would tempt 
him. The aid of Boito was sought, and two 
days later he sent to Vordi a complete pian of 
the opera, closely following Shakespeare’s play. 
Verdi was won and he began his labor. Every 
Christmas after that Ricordi sent to his house 


an Otello of chocolate, “ which, at first small, ° 


grew larger as the opera progressed.” Boito 
would have written the book in five acts, but 
Verdi was afraid of tiring the public, and so 
the first act of Shakespeare’s play was Gis- 
carded. The other four acts used in the opera 
are closely followed, the moditications being 
such as were neceseary for lyric purposes. AS 
many of Shakespeare’s lines as possible were 
adapted and some of the speeches, as translated 
by the English editor of the libretto, Francis 
Hueffer, run very close to the original. By ad- 
hering thus to Shakespeare Boito produced a 
Ubretto which for dramatic strength and unity 
is not surpassed by any Hbretto now extant, not 
excepting the superb dramatic poems of Rich- 
ard Wagner. Most of the latter, as we have here- 
tofore had occasion to say, while admirable as 
poems, are not good plays. This accusation 
cannot he brought against Shakespeare’s 
—* even in the form given it by Signor 

oito. . 

This hasty review of the new work will indi- 
cate to the reader that it is a tine achievement. 
Its troduction at the Academy last evening was 
in almost every detail — worthy of it. 
The principal singers made’ known to this 
pubhio for the first time were Signor 
Marconi, who appeared aa Otello, and 
Signora Tettrazzini, who sang Desdemona. Sig- 
nor Marconiis aman of tall and commanding 
appearance, and be made a fine figure as the 
stalwart Moorish hero. His voice is somewhat 
lighter than the part demands, and he was 
therefore at times unable to give the requi- 
site force to the dramatic passages. ut 
he sang the tenderer portions of his part with 
exquisite feeling and acted with much judgment. 
It must be admitted, however, that of the three 
chief personages concerned in the drama Othello 
himse!f was the least conspicuous. Signora Tet- 
trazzini was wholly successful and established 
herself firmlv in the favor of the audience at an 
early stage 0! the play. Her voice is a pure and 
resonant suprano of most agreeable quality. 
She sings with the pure Italian method, 
though once in & while she approaches an 
overwrought tremolo. As a rule, however, she 
does not indulge in it to an objectionable 
extent. She acted Desdemona with an un- 
common amount of feeling, and some of her 
scenes were both histrionically and orally full 
of fine dramatic fervor. Her rable singin 
in the last act was one of the salient features o 
the performance. She is pleasing in appearance 
and graceful in action, and may be set down 
as a delightful addition to the list of 
metropolitan favorites. Signor Galasei’s 
Tago was one of the ve best 
impersonations the popular baritone ever 
given jn thia sity, 
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sang all his music, especially the superb 
“Credo,” with splendid fire and tonal power. 
His acting of the part was replete with signifi- 
cance, and he gave a4 _ delineation of 
Shakespeare’s crafty and bitter villain that 
would have done credit to an artist of 
the theatre, and which was unueyally strong 
for the operatic stage. Signor De Corms was 
acceptable in the secondary réle of Cassio. as 
was Signor Bologna in another small part. 
Mime. Scaichi’s rich tones and experience as an 
actress were more than sufficient for 
Emilia, which is even a less important 
art in the opera than in the play. 
he chorus was unusually large and powerful, 
and the orchestra proved to be an admirable 
body of musicians who interpreted the number- 
less beauties of the score with masterly fidelity. 
Signor Cleofonte Campanini, brother of the im- 
presario, conducted the performance’ with 
notable skill, and was called before the curtain 
several! times. 

No praise can be too high for the magnificent 
manner in which the opera has been mounted. 
The scenery is exceedingly fine, and thoroughly 
appropriate in every detail. The costumes are 
very numerous and varied, and are of great 
beauty and richness. The minor accessories 
of the stage setting are handsome and tasteful, 
and nothing has been omitted that could add to 
the completeness of the scenic attire of the 
work, Asa whole it was a splendid production 
and surrounds Signor Campanini’s appearance 
before this public as an impresario with a 
blaze of glory. 


ROSINA VOKES. 

The kind of entertainment now associated 
with the name of Rosina Vokes has become pop- 
ular in New-York, in spite of the prejudice that 
managers think exists nowadays among play- 
goers against programmes made up of two or 
three short pieces. Miss Vokes began her en- 
gagement at Daly’s Theatre last evening in the 
presence of a genuine Daly audience. ‘rhe the- 
atre was completely filled, and the throng 
was made up largely of fashionable folks 
and the regular first-nighters. The night 
was full of enthusiasm. Miss Vokes 
seems to have gaifed somewhat in vivacity since 
last season, the efrects of that severe illness 
which interrupted her performance & year or 80 
ago having entirely disappeared. She is now as 
agile aS ever she was, and her acting is dis- 
tinguished by all its accustomed grace and de- 
lightful drollery. Sheis seen in two pteces, a 
one-act comedy aflapted very skillfully from 
the Freneh by Mrs. Charles A. Doremus 
of this city, called “The Circus Rider,” 


and the now famillar ‘* Pantomime Rehearsal.” 
In the first-named piece Miss Vokes appears as 
a high-born young lady who is mistaken by an 
ingenuous young man for a celebrated circus 
rider, and who allows the youth to retain nis 
delusion until the end of the play. There is an 
undercurrent of feeling in this, a mere bint of 
a possible romance is conveyod by its dialogne 
and action, and it is a bright and pleasing 
trifle. It must be confessed that the air of aris- 
tocracy is not preserved in Miss Vokes’s per- 
formance; the demurely roguish little person 
introduced as Lady Lucille Grafton might well 
be a real circus rider, and a very good one. But 
her imitations of the proceedings in the ring are 
inimitable, and her song concerning the gentie- 
man who torgot his sweetheart’s name is just 
one of those bits of burlesque that only she 
can do. Inthe travesty of amateur theatricals 
Miss Vokes as demon and fairy and brother 
Will (all embodied in the young lady who pre- 
viously had acted only Juliet) is, as before, the 
life of the piece.

WHE FIGHT AGAINST THE CASTLE GAR-- 


DEN RAILWAY POOL, 
¢ The-smashing up of the railway pool in 
Castle Garden for the transportation of immi- 


grants was continued yesterday. The West 


Bhore Road sent its agents Sunday to the pler 
of the Inman Line steamer City of Chicago, and 
ghere circulated among the immigrants and sub- 
stituted orders for tickets on the West Shore 
Road for the orders held by the passengers On 
ahe steamship company. The same thing was 
done at the pier of the White Star steamer Bal- 
tic, and was said to have been the result of 
a deal made between the West Shore 
jand these steamship lines. The orders for 
gocond-class tickets, of which the regular 
price to Chicago is $17, were sold for $10. The 
gegular rate for immigrant fares to that point is 
i§13, with a discount of 10 per cent. for the 
teamship companies. Yesterday several other 
lines follewed the example of the West Shore. 
he Baltimore and Oiio made a temporary ar- 
Yengement with the Hamburg-Amecrican Line to 
toatry all its immigrant passenxers to Chicago in 
weoond-class trains at a reduction of $7 from the 
| eguiar rate of $17. This arrangement was sat- 
a‘actory to the steamship company, which thus 
received a larger margin than it did under the 
old immigrant railroad pool, which was only 
Bl 80. Tho Baltimore and Ohio also secured the 
wivilege of carrying half the number of passen- 
Pers that will arrive by the Thingvalia Line, 
The New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad 
got the Guionand the Netherlands-American 
ines. 

The West Shore succeeded in making an agree- 
ment'to carry the passengers of the inman, the 
Red Star, and White Star Lines. The Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Road got the 
Lunara and Anchor Lines. Nicholas Muller, at 
the ageacy 10 Greenwich-street, said that the 
Delaware and Lackawanna has been carrying tho 
passengers of the Anchor Line for some time 
past. Hecharged thatseveral of the other roads 
bad been doing tmmigraut-carrying business out- 
side the Castle Garden pool, but the Delaware 
end Lackawanna had always faithfully observed 
the compact of the pool lines. It had been 
romored that the Delaware and Lackawanna 
had been carrying the immigrant passengers of 
ghe Anchor Line as second-class passengers at 
eutratesin order that when the second-class 
‘passenger pool is established it might be able, by 
ceowieg a large number of sccond-class passen- 
igers on its books, to secure a larger proportion 
lof the passenger traffic than 1t would otherwise 
be extitled to. Mr. Muller, however, said that 
the Delaware and. Lackawanna has all along 
been opposed to a second-class ~. The Onta- 
rio and Western Railroad geta the orders issued 
by outside emigration agents 1n Europe. All 
these lines have agreed to carry the baggage of 
the immigrants without weighing or charging 
for extra baggago. 

The arrangements between the railroad lines 
and the steamship lines were carried into effect 
yesterday. The 1,000 passengers of the steam- 
ship Servia before leaving the ship were given 
orders over the Delaware and Lackawauna, and 
the 900 who arrived by the Alaska were given 
orders over the Erie, aud when the immigrants 
were landed at Castle Garden there was very 
little business for the railroad pool agent to do. 
The runners from the Delaware and Lackawan- 
maand the Erie trooped into the Garden and 
‘took the immigrants as soon as they had recis- 
tered to their respective cifices down town. The 
immigrants filled the offices, blocked the en- 
trances, and crowded the sidewalks, waiting for 
tickets‘in exchange for their orders. 

Superintendent Jackson thought that what- 


ever may be the outcome of the tight among the’ 


railroad lines the immigrants will benefit by it 
as long as it lasts. As second-class passengers 
they will have better accommodations, quicker 
transportation to their places of destination, 
and they will not be charged for extra baggage. 

In reference to the immigrant rate war at Cas- 
tle Garden Commissioner Pierson of the Trunk 
Line Association said: ‘The present war has 
not yet benefited the immigrantina single in- 
stance, s0 far asI have heard. There is nore- 
duction in fares, but simply a war between con- 
tending scalpers as to which shall seeure the 
largest commissions. The cemmissions paid by 
the Western lines on second-class tickets have 
finally come te be so jiarge that these parties can 
atford to buy second-class tickets and pay the 
difference between that and the immigrant fare. 
Toe Castle Garden Agency is still selling immi- 

rant tickets at immigrant tariff according to 

aw, and, so far as I am now advised, no secona- 
class or other tickets have been sold to immi- 
grauts at less than is charged in Castle Garden.” 

When asked if these methods would not have 
the effect of breaking the pool he eaid that 
there was no pool in the immigrant business, 
and never was, and thatit was not in the least 
probable that it will break up the Castle Garden 
Joint Agency or the Clearing House. Excessive 
commission, he said, would undoubtedly result 
in a break inthe rates. Ho did not understand 
thatit wasthe policy of the trunk lines to en- 
courage commissions to individuals, and he says 
itis fair to presume that measures will very 
soon be taken to give immigrants the benefit. 

Henry Monett, Gencral Passenger Agent of 
the New-York Central, suid that it was not true 
that the New-York Central was working in the 
fight through the West Shore. ‘‘ The Lackawan- 
na,” said Mr. Monett, “is responsible for the 

resent demoralization at Castle Garden. The 

Vest Shore is simply protecting its own business, 
and to do this itis working with the Erie, Balti- 
more and Ohio, and Ontario and Western. The 
Lackawanna has refused all overtures toward a 
settlement. It may have been Justified in start- 
ing in the fight to meet the competition of the 
Ontario and Western. The New-York Central 
and Pennsylvania Roads are keeping out of 
the fight more by agrcement with each other 
than with the other roads.” 

Commissioners Fink and Pierson discussed the 
idea of calling a meeting of representatives of 
all the lines yesterday, and it is probable that 
one will be held in the latter part of the week.

BAPTIST COLLEGE FELLOWSHIPS. 

At the meeting of the Baptist ministers 
yesterday at the rooms of the association, 9 
Murray-street, the Rev. W. Scottof the North 
Church of this city spoke on ‘“ The Work of the 
American Baptist Educational Comznittee,” and 
in the course of his remarks stated that the Bap- 
tist colleges needed sadly a more complete sys- 
tem of fellowships in order tocompete atall with 


the collegiate institutions of their sister denomi- 
Nations. Brown University, which in wéalth 
and number of students is easily the head of the 
Baptist colleges, needs especially, said the 
speaker, an enlarged system of fellowships to 
compete with Princeton, Yale, or Harvard. 
The speaker then proposed thet the conference 
yoake a beginning in the matter by founding a 
New-York fellowship of $400ewhich should 
be open to competitive examination to the 
sepior classes of the 30 colleges in the 
Baptist denomination, that the money should 
be paid in quarterly sums to the successful can- 
@idate, and that the candidate use the money to 
pursue hia studies further, under the direction 
of the committes, H. L. Moorehouse, Secretary 
of the Baptist Home Mission Society, strongly 
indorsed the idea. The Rev. J. C. Allen contin- 
uod the discussion by showing that our educa- 
tional systems wers slowly drifting away from 
the original *“ American idea’ plan; that they 
were becoming more and more non-dexomina- 
tional, and that our American youth were being 
removed from the schools at too early an age 
and being pushed into business before they bad 
goquired any symmetry of education at all. 

Next Monday A. J. Conant will read a paper 
on “The Relation Between A’sthetcs and Re- 
lgion.” 


THE AMERICAN EXCHANGE MUDDLE. 

*“T have just started in to unravel this 
business und get things straightened out and 
into good sbape,” said Receiver Boone of the 
American Exchange yesterday. ‘‘I have been 
busy allday attending to about 200 telegrams 
that I received in relation to certain remit- 


tances. I'wenty thousand doilars for these re- 
mittances arrived at this office to-day, and I am 
turning the money over to the banks designated 
py the owners in these telegrams.”

PROMINENT MINISTER DEAD. 


* 


CLOSE OF THE LIFE OF THE REV. DR, 
JAMES PORTER. 

The Rev. Dr. James Porter, one of the 
oldest and best-known clergymen of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Churoh, died yesterday morning at 
his residence, 163 Macon-street, Brooklyn, 
after an illness of about four months. Although 
in his aighty-first year, Dr. Porter had been in 
excellent health until this last sickness, and he 
retained his faculties unimpaired until within 
half an hour of his death. Yesterday forenoon 
he gradually sank into unconsciousness, and 
died very peacefully, surrounded by his family. 

Dr. Porter was born in Middleborough, Mass., 
March 21,1808. His father was Capt. William 
Porter, who gained his title in the war of 1812. 


At the age of 16 he entered a cotton factory in 
his native town, with the Intention of learning 
the business of a manufacturer. Three years 
afterward he experienced religion and felt him- 
self called to become a minister of the Gospel. 
He became a student at the Kent’s Hill Sem- 
inary, in Readfiel4, Me., and at the age of 22 be- 
came a member of the New-England Conference 
of the Methodist Epircopal Church. He re- 
tained this relation until the time of his death, 
and was President of its Board of Trustees. 
During the early period of his ministry Dr. 
Porter held many prominent pastorates in and 
near Boston. For several years he was a Pre- 
siding Elder of the Conference, and from 1844 to 
1872 he was adelegate to the General Conferenge, 
taking an active part in debates, especially in 
those upon the division of the Southern Church 
from the Northern. From 1852 to 1855 he was 
#@ member of the Board of Overseers of Harvard 
College, being the first Methodist clergyman to 
hold that position. From 1855 to 1871 he was 
Trustee of Wesleyan University, which con- 
ferred upon him the degree of A. M. Ip 1856 
McKendree College of Dlinois conferred on him 
the degree of D. D. For several years he was a 
Trustee of the Concord Biblical Institute, after- 
ward the Boston Theological Seminary. In 
1856 he was elected one of the book agents at 
this city, having in charge the Methodist Book 
Concern, which position he held for 12 years. 
From 1868 to 1882 he was Secretary of the 
National Temperance Society, and he was also 
one of the earlier members of the New-England 
Anti-Slavery Society. He was closely connected 
with the abolition movement, and was even at 
one time in danger from the mob while deliver- 
ing a speech in Boston upon the subject. 

Dr. Porter was a contributor to many perlod- 
icals, the author of many religious works, and 
among them may be mentioned ‘‘ Compendium 
of Methodism,” ‘Camp Meetings Considered,” 
** Chart of Life,” “ Revivals of Religion,” ‘“* True 
Evangelist,” and ‘**Commonplace Book.” He 
was @ preacher of the old school, colloquial in 
style, but of commanding presenco, He was 
married in 1833 to a daughter of Nathaniel 
Howard of Easton, Masa., his wifedyingin 1886. 
He leaves a family df two sons and two daugh- 
ters. No arrangements have as yet been com- 
pleted in regard to the funeral; the burial will, 
however, be in Greenwood.

INDIGNANT FARMERS. 


. — 
DEMANDING RELIEF FROM THE QUAR- 
ANTINE ON THEIR CATTLE. 


A meeting of Westchester County farmers 
was held at Mount Kisco yesterday to protest 
against the manner in which the cattle quaran- 
tine law is being carried out. Joshua Washburn 
was Chairman and A. 8. Core Secretary of the 
meeting. About 100 indignant stock raisers 
were present and Prof. Law was there to clear 
up any misapprehensions they might havo con- 
cerning the enforcementof the quarantine regu- 
ulations, ; : 

The proceedings took the form of an informal 
discussion, short speeches being made by Ed- 
ward Lawrence of South Salem, John Green 
Clark of Bedford, A. D. Sloason of Mount Kisco, 
Bartholomew Gedney of White Plains, Albert 
Tompkins and Charles Haines of Mount Kisco. 
They all objected to the tagging of their cattle 
and to the restrictions, which, they satd, 
seriously crippled their business. They re- 
cownted their experience with some of 
the deputy inspectors, for whom they do 
notappear to have avery high regard. One 
gentleman said the average deputy could not 
teilla cow from a goat; another, that they had 
all been appointed by Tammanv Hall for polit- 
ical reusons, and as they were by profession bar- 
tenders, dry goods clerks, und tavern keepers, 
could not be expected to kuow much about cat- 
tle. Each of the speakers complained that some 
farmers had been cxempted from the tagging, 
and darkly hinted that their immunity was due 
to a political “pull.” 

In‘his answer Prof. Law pointed out the pur- 
pose of the tagging, which is to enable the 
quarantine authorities to keep track of all cat- 
tle moved from herd to herd,in the hope of 
stamping out the disease. The lung disease, he 
said, was quite a different thing from the deadly 
Maludy agkinst which the Government was 
fighting, and which made its first appearance in 
the United States in 1843. He described his 
great success in stamping oat the dis- 
ease in Cook .County, Il, by the meth- 
ods now omployed here, the workin 
of the tagging system in Maryland, an 
said that if anybody present would 
furnish evidence in support of the insinuations 
that had been thrown out,he would see that 
any wrong was set right. He reminded his 
hearers that the law was passed for their bene- 
fit, as well as for that of the great cattle indus- 
tries of the West, and expressed his conviction 
that it was being enforced with as little incon- 
venience as possible to the farmers concerned. 

W. H. Catlin, Eastern representative of the 
Department of Agriculture, listened to the de- 
bate. Toa TIMeEs reporter he said be was satis- 
fied that the system was working fairly well, 
but if anyof the deputies were weighed and 
found wanting, the department would probably 
make short work of thei. 

Resolutions were then passed that the action 
of the officers of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
was highly injurious to the farmers, and that 
their methods were unjust and partial; that ap- 

ointmments had been made only to further po- 
itical interests; that 16 was unnecessary to 
quarantine any except infected herds, and that 
the farmers demanded relief from this and other 
oppressive operations of the law.

MISS COFFINS SANITY. 


THE VERDICT IN HER FAVOR SET ASIDE 
AS AGAINST EVIDENCE. 

Judge Barrett yesterday, in a caustic 

Opinion, sets aside the verdict of the Sherifi’s 


jury declaring Miss Harriet E. Coftin to be sane. © 


He takes the case away from the Sherifi’s jury 
and says that the new trial of her mental con- 
dition must take place beforeaJuige and jury 
in the Supreme Court, Circuit. The Commis- 
sioners upon whom Judge Barrett animadverts 


are Dr. Matthew Chalmers and John H. Judge, a 
lawyer. The jurors are Adam Smith, M. H. 
Moses, J. Mildeberger, Herbert F. Palmer, Victor 
E. Roumage, James J. Phelan, H. Ramsadell 
Moore, E. 2». Barker, George A. Meyer, Paul 
Weilbacher, E. M. Townsend, D. Wiilis James, 
Charles E. Caugh, N. W. Meserole, and Richard 
R. Hunt. 

Judge Barrett says: “Itis difficult to ascertain 
upon what principle the Sheriff's jury tound the 
verdict of sanity in this proceeding. ‘They have 
certainly disregarded clear, apparently credible, 
and certainly convincing testimony. Not a parti- 
cle of evidence was offered tocontrovert the testi- 
mony of physicians and laymen tending to estab- 
lish ‘Miss Coffin’s unseundness of mind. It is 
therefore not the caso of a verdict against the 
evidence, but directly antagonistic to all the 
evidence, It 1s the province of the jury to weigh 
the testimony offered, but they cannot capri- 
ciously disregard it, 

“The Commissioners seem to have reserved 
their decision upon the question of striking out 
Dr. Hammond’s testimony. The only supposi- 
tion upon which the verdict can be harmonized 
with reason is that this testimony was stricken 
out. Ifso,it was clear. If, however, the testi- 
mony was retained, the verdict cannot be per- 
mitted to stand. No respectable woman of sane 
mind ever spoke to @ man as Dr. Hammond says 
this lady did to him, and the suggestion that 
Dr. Hammond invented the story is as un- 
worthy as itjs absurd. [feel bound to add that 
the trial was erroneously conducted. Upon the 
whole, the es to confirm the verdict 
must be denied, and if the petitioner desires to 
proceed further he may take an order for a 
new trial beforea Judge of the Supreme Court 
Circuit, aud a jury, where cross-examination, 
such a8 was permitted to Misa Coffin’s counsel 
by the Commissioners will not be tolerated.” 


THE WILL OF MRS. STEWART. 
From the Hempstead Inquirer. 

By her original will, after giving legacies 
to the Sinith family to the amountof $1,200,000; 
to the Butler tamily of $300,000; to her three 
half sisters $10,000 each annuaily during life, 
and to her brother (since dead) $20,000 annu- 


ally, the residue was given in equal shares to 
Charles J. Clinch and to Heury Hilton. 

Afterward, by codieils, she revoked the devise 
to Hilton personally and turned it into a trust 
fund to build and completeand endow the cathe- 
dral schools and buildings at Garden City. 

Ky another codicil she divided the share given 
Charles J. Clinch with his sister, Sarah N. Smith, 
and also left it discretionary with Judge Hilton 
to use the whole or any part of the half held in 
trust by him to complete the cathedral work, 
and any surplus to pay it over to the legatees 
and devisees named in the will. 

These being the provisions of the will and cod- 
icils of Mrs, C. M. Stewart, and which were by the 
general consent and concurrence of all the beirs 
admitted to probate on the 13th ef November, 
1886, it is now claimed they shall be re-exam- 
ined and again probated upon the general asser- 
tion of one of the children of a deveased half 
sister that Mrs. Stewart wus incompetent to 
make or understand her will as executed by her; 
that she did not comprehend the idea of the 
cathedral church and schools at Garden City; 
that she was imposed upon in respect to erect- 
ing and endowing the same by the undue influ- 
euce and fraudulent conduct of Henry Hilton, 
and that the same porson by undue influence 
and fraud and circumvention induced her to 
make the will which she signed. All this, it ts 
claimed, was done, notwithstanding Judge Hil- 
ton nor any member of his family derive one 
dollar of benefit from the will and codicils which 
he has thus fraudulently induced Mrs. Stewart 
to make. 

The half devised to him in trust is the greatest 
legacy ever given in amount, at least so far as is 
known, to public and charitable uses. Already 
some $2,000,000 have been expended by Mrs. 
Stewart at Garden City, in the cathedral 
church, schools, and buildings now there, and 
the share left to Judge Hilton in trust to com- 
plete this cathedral work, it is claimed, would 
to-day realize and produce over.$6,000,000, of 
which the Judge may appropriate the whole or 
any part he may consider necessary to complete 
the system of buildings Mrs. Stewart began. 

r however, he cannot 
coutrol otherwise than by distributing it among 
the legatees of Mrs. Stewart named in her will. 


THE TRAGEDIAN’S WEDDING. 


The marriage of James Owen O’Connor to 
Mrs. Heubner, or, as she was called before her 
first marriage, Miss Louise Fredericka Emelia 
Bergmann, took place yesterday at the Hoboken 
City Hall, in the Mayer's oflice. Mr. O’Connor 


and his bride-elect went to the Mayor’s office by 
way of the Curistopher Street Ferry, and walked 
up from the boat arm in arm. The tragedian 
wore a auit of black, a black necktie, a silk hat, 
and a day-old beard of jetty black. The bride 
was attired in a brown dress, over which she 
wore a black wrap. Her bonnet was brown, 
and was trimmed with straw-colored ribbon.: 
Neither the bride nor groom looked very happy. 
There were no bridesmaids and no groomsmen. 
There would have been no witnesses if the re- 
porters had not been on hand, and two of them 
were the chosen ones to affix their signatures to 
the marriage certificate. 

Mr. O’Connor, iu answer to the questioning 
of the Assistant City Clerk, Joseph Weiuthal, 
who conducted the service, said he was 39 years 
old, and, with a gesture at the reporters: “If 
the press will not ridicule me, I will say I was 
born on the lst of April.”

LONDON IS 2HE HEALTHIER. 


A VALUABLE HEALTH REPORT ISSUED BY 
PRESIDENT BAYLES. 

President Bayles gave out for publication 
yosterday an elaborate statistical report on the 
mortality of this city in 1886 as compared with 
that of London, to show that although, as often 
contended, this city should be the healthiest 
city in the world, it is not; but London is, The 
annual death rate of London is about 20 in 1,000 
and that of New-York about 26in 1,000. The 
population of New-York is given as 1,439,037 
and of London as 4,149,533. The total number 
of deaths in New-York in 1886 was 37,351 and 
in London 82,545. If this city had the same 


population as London and the death rate from 
the different diseases was the same as at present 
exists the number of deaths in this city would 
amount to 107,705, or 25,160 in excess of those 
in London. 

The principal causes of deaths in this city and 
London were in 1886 as follows: ' 

In New- York.—Smallpox, 31; measles, 668; scar- 
latina, 371; diphtheria, 1,727; croup, 968; whoop- 
—< cough, 570; typhus fever, 14; typhoid fover, 
325; cerebro-spinal meningitis, 223; puerperal dis- 
eases, $71; malarial fevers, 394; diarrheal dis- 
eases, 3.494; erysipelas, 140; alcoholism, 210; 
theumatism and gout, 157; cancer, 780; phthiais, 
6,477; bronchitis, 1,701; pneumonia, 3,657; heart 
diseases, 1,494; aneurism, 77; tabes mesenterica, 
990; tubercular meningitis, 761; meningitis, 885; 
convulsions, 641; sunstroke, 42; apoplexy, 762; 
cirrhosis and hepatitis, 366; brain and nervous sys- 
tem, 8,156; Bright’s disease and nephritis, 2,216; 
cyanosis dnd atelectasis, 292; suicide, aa 
ture births, 782: drowning, 199; violence, 1,463. 

In London.—Smallpox, 24; measles, 2,086; scar- 
latina, 690; diphtheria, 851; croup, 530; whooping 
cough, 2,871; typhus fever, 13; typhoid fever, 618; 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 4; puerperal diseases, 
495; malarial fevers, 57 ; diarrheal disoases, 4,133; 
erysipelisa, 254; alcoholism, 356; rheumatism and 
gout, 599; cancer, 2,688; phthisis, 8,409; bronchi- 
tis, 11,218; pneumonia, 4,617; heart diseases, 5,701; 
aneurisms, 228; tabies mesenterica, 2,533; tubercu- 
lar meningitis, 1.222; meningitis, 1,494: convul. 
sions, 2,446; sunstroke, 0; apoplexy, 2,216; cirrho- 
sis aud hepatitis, 650; brain and nervous system, 
9,546; Bright’s and nephritis, 1,435; cyanosis and 
atelectatis. 248; suicide, 400; premature births, 
1,916; drowning, 333; violence, 2,857. 

In 1880, the year of the last census, when 
the population of this city was 1,206,299 and 
that of London was 3,771,139, the total number 
of deaths in this city was 31,937 and in London 
81,128. The diseases in which there is a very 
marked excess of mortality in this city are diph- 
theria and croup taken together, diarrheal dis- 
i and Bricht’s disease with nephri- 
tis. he average anpual deaths for 20 years 
from 1867 to 1886 was in New-York 30,487 and 
in London 79,109. All tho atatistics for many 
yeara past show the excess in the mortality to 
be caused by diphtheria and croup, diarrheal 
diseases, and Bright's disease and nephritis. 
This was particularly demonstrated by the 
figures of 1886, during which period 
had the death rate from these diseases 
not been in excess of the London rate, the 
annual death rate would have been 20.1 in 
1,000, or about the rate in London. The tables, 
which have been prepared with great care from 
the records of the department, show that the 
death rate from diarrheal diseases and phthisis, 
¢iseases peculiarly sensitive to sanitary sur- 
roundings, have diminished appreciably during 
the past 10 years, while that trom diphtheria 
and =. and from kidney diseases has in- 
creased. rom the researches into the records 
of the department she following conclusions are 
reached: 

First—That the excessof mortality in New- 
York as compared with London is due chiefly to 
diphtheria and croup, diarrheal diseases, 
phthisis, and kidney diseases. 

Second—That if the death rate from these dis- 
eases was the same in New-York and London, 
the mortality from all other causes remaining as 
at present in both cities, the general death rate 
in the two cities would be almost precisely the 
same. 

Third—That the overcrowding in New-York 
(16.37 persons to adwelling as compared with 
7.8 in London) and the tryine elimatic condi- 
tions render it very improbable that the death 
rate of this city can ever be reduced as low as 
that of London.

IMPORTED ITALIAN LABORERS. 

The 18 Italian marble cutters who were 
imported under contract by Bowker, Torrey & 
Co. of Boston to work in their quarries at $2 a 
day to replace the strikers who were getting $3 
aday were still under detention yesterday by 
the Commissioners of Emigration. Edwin 8. 
Blaine, Secretary and Treasurer of District As- 


sembly No. 31, Knights of Labor, in Massachu- 
setts, had last March informed Surveyor J. W. 
Coveney of Boston that Bowker, Torrey & Co. 
had engaged in the business of importing labor 
under contract through Eoston, New-York, or 
Baltimore. The firm owns quarries at Brattle- 
borough, Vt.,and has factories there and at 
Boston, where the men were on strike for an in- 
crease in wages. The letter of Secretary Blaine 
was forwarded to Collector Magone in this city 
and he placed the mattér in the hands of Special 
Treasury Agent Maurice P. Holohan, and Super- 


intendent Jackson of Castle Garden was also in- 
formed. 


On the arrival of the steamer Rueia, on Sun- 
day, the 18 Italian marble cutters who had come 
as passengers were questioned, and they frank- 
ly answered everything that was asked them, 
believing that their contracts with the firm of 
Bowker, Torrey & Co. specially entitled them to 
admission to the country. One of them, Vin- 
cheni Napoleone, showed a letter from Franklin 
Torrey recommending him to the firm for work. 
The testimony was sent yesterday to Collector 
Magone, and a delegation fram District Assem- 
bly No. 49, Knights of Labor, of this city and 
vicinity, called at the Castom House to ask that 
the Italians be sent back, as their importation 
here was clearly a violation of tne contract 
labor law. The President of the Italian Immi- 
gration Society argued in favor of his country- 
men. Collector Magone sent all the papers to 
Deputy Collector McClellan, in charge of the 
law be gare and that gentleman will to-day
